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ayor Willie Brown will 
have a chance to speak 
directly to members of 
the lesbian, gay, bisex¬ 
ual, and transgender community 
at a Thursday, February 15 Town 
Hall in the Castro. 

The two-hour event will be 
held at Collingwood Recreation 
Center, located at 100 Colling¬ 
wood Street at 18th Street, begin¬ 
ning at 6 p.m. 

“We wanted an opportunity for 
real sharing with the mayor very 
early in his term,” said Jonathan 
Katz, founder of the Harvey Milk 
Institute and the chair of Gay and 
Lesbian Studies at City College of 
San Francisco. 

The event is sponsored by the 
Milk Institute as one of the inau¬ 
gural programs for its second year 
spring term, Katz said. 

The town hall meeting was or¬ 
ganized as a way for the commu¬ 
nity to meet with the mayor, and 
also provide an opportunity for 
the community to find out what 
Brown’s legislative and leader¬ 
ship plans are for a variety of is¬ 
sues such as HIV/AIDS and other 
concerns. 

“Hopefully, it will be an op¬ 
portunity to find out what the 
mayor intends on doing,” Katz 
said.

ACT UP/LA Crashes Ronald 
Reagan’s Birthday Party

F ormer President Ronald Reagan didn’t make 
it to his 85th birthday celebration at Chasen’s 
restaurant in West Hollywood Tuesday, Feb¬ 
ruary 6 - but 300 protesters did. 

The elegant West Hollywood eatery where Rea¬ 
gan proposed marriage to then-actress Nancy 
Davis was re-opened for the event, with a red car¬ 
pet and scores of snappy white and blue jacketed 
valet parkers attending to scores of prominent Re¬ 
publicans who paid $1,000 a plate for dinner under 
a big tent in the parking lot. 

Across the street, sign-carrying demonstrators 
organized by ACT UP/LA banged drums, blew 
whistles, shouted through bullhorns, and created a 
ruckus about AIDS not seen since the technical end 


of the Bush/Reagan years. Many made the point 
that while Reagan was able to celebrate his birth¬ 
day, there were thousands dead from AIDS who no 
longer could. 

The protesters yelled in unison chants of 
“Shame! Shame! Shame!” “Racist, sexist, anti-gay 
- the GOP has had its day!” and “We are dying - 
You eat dinner!” They included members from 
Women’s Action Coalition (WAC), Being Alive, 
AIDS Healthcare Foundation, the Los Angeles 
Gay & Lesbian Community Services Center, and 
students from UCLA and the Los Angeles County 
High School for the Arts. Also on hand were Rad¬ 
ical Faeries’ Harry Hay, LA City AIDS Coordina¬ 
tor Ferd Eggan, West Hollywood City Coun- 
cilmember Steve Martin, and scores of people

tion of the resident, who jumped 
from the roof of the building, is 
sketchy at press time. 

Other residents of the hotel are 
also suffering post-traumatic 
stress in the wake of the melee and 
shooting, according to a social 
worker assigned to the site. 

A team of specialist mental 
health counselors from the AIDS 
Health Project’s Tenderloin-based 
crisis unit arrived at the residential 
hotel this week to provide clini¬ 
cally-based crisis intervention and 
emotional support services for 
residents. 

Almost 100 Ambassador Hotel 
residents have HIV/AIDS, and 
many have secondary mental 
health or substance abuse condi¬ 
tions. 

‘To tell you the truth,” said 
longtime AIDS activist Tom Cal- 
vanese, “I’ve been doing almost 


nothing but crisis intervention 
with residents since it happened.” 

Police were called to the 
Mason Street hotel after Alan 
Jekyl, a 31-year-old man who was 
convicted for assault to commit 
rape in 1991 in Santa Clara Coun¬ 
ty, went berserk and began attack¬ 
ing residents of the hotel early Fri¬ 
day morning. According to au¬ 
thorities, Jekyl is a sex offender 
who requires registration with law 
enforcement authorities. 

Jekyl, who was the guest of a 
woman tenant, was shot by the po¬ 
lice after he sprayed fire extin¬ 
guishing chemicals and slammed 
a fire extinguisher into the face of 
an officer. 

According to reports, Jekyl 
began acting bizarrely, assaulted 
his companion, and then crashed 
into the room of a female resident

Republican Responds, 

'We Are Not the Catholic Church'

A local AIDS activist will try 
to fight misdemeanor criminal 
charges stemming from a July 
1995 protest at San Francisco Re¬ 
publican Party headquarters with a 
“necessity defense,” according to 
ACT UP/San Francisco defense 
attorney Mark Vermeulen. 

Activist Dave Pasquarelli is set 
for jury trial on charges of misde¬ 
meanor vandalism and conspiracy 
in connection with the protest 
Monday, February 26 in Depart¬ 
ment 17 of Municipal Court. 

During the demonstration, an 
estimated dozen activists stormed 
the Van Ness Avenue Republican 
headquarters; hung effigies of 
Governor Pete Wilson, Senator 
Jesse Helms and Attorney General 
Dan Lungren; and slapped red oil- 
based hand prints and stickers 
over walls, computer equipment, 
and other areas of the office. 

Republicans allege that a com¬ 
puter and a printer were both dam¬ 
aged in the incident, and initially 
estimated the damage at more than 
$ 10 , 000 . 

Felony burglary and vandalism 
charges were reduced to misde¬ 
meanors by Municipal Court 
Judge James McBride. Revised 
damage estimates currently stand 
at $250 for four defendants. 

According to Vermeulen, 
under the necessity defense, a jury 
can decline to penalize criminal 
conduct when an individual acts 
with a sincere and reasonable be¬ 
lief that the action undertaken is 
necessary to avert a greater harm. 

“Particularly in the context of 
this case,” Vermeulen said, “at the 
time of demonstrators’ actions, 
reauthorization of the Ryan White 
CARE Act was facing defeat in 
Congress, which would lead to the 
loss of funding for services for 
people with AIDS.” 

Had the reauthorization of the 
bill failed, San Francisco would 
have lost $43 million in AIDS ser¬ 
vices. 

Pasquarelli, who has turned 
down negotiated dispositions in 
the case, is HIV-positive - and 
justifies his actions by the Repub¬ 
lican Party’s involvement in a 


number of political attempts to kill 
AIDS funding legislation for peo¬ 
ple with HIV and AIDS. 

“We have had enough busi- 
ness-as-usual when it comes to 
this pandemic,” said ACT UP/SF 
member Michael Bellefountaine. 
“Our actions at the GOP head¬ 
quarters occurred in the context of 
this very real emergency and were 
provoked by a notorious bigot 
who was hell-bent on driving us 
into the grave. 

“We were clearly acting in 
self-defense and we intend to 
prove it.” 

“Bullshit,” said gay Republi¬ 
can Chris Bowman. “Like we’ve 
ever passed any resolutions as the 


San Francisco Republican Party 
that were hostile to the gay com¬ 
munity.” 

Bowman said the local Repub¬ 
lican chapter was autonomous and 
independent from entities such as 
the Republican National Commit¬ 
tee - or even the state Republican 
Party. 

“It’s not like a military organi¬ 
zation or the Roman Catholic 
Church,” he told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter. “We’re not a top-down or¬ 
ganization. We don’t take orders. 

“I was elected [to the Republi¬ 
can Central Committee] by a vote 
of 4,000 people in my district. 
We’re not hand-picked by Newt 
Gingrich or Jesse Helms.” ▼ 


Gay/Lesbian Center 
Meeting Postponed

Organizers say a conflict with 
the upcoming President’s Day 
Weekend holiday has forced them 
to postpone a planned community 
forum on the proposed Gay and 
Lesbian Community Center Pro¬ 
ject until next month. Project chair 
Scott Shafer told the B.A.R. too 
many people reported conflicts 
with the original Sunday, Febru¬ 
ary 18 meeting because it fell on a 
holiday weekend. “We want to 
hold it on a day that is accessible 
to as many people as possible,” he 
said. 

The meeting has been resched¬ 
uled for 7 p.m. Thursday, March 
14, in the auditorium at the San 
Francisco City College Adminis¬ 
tration Building, located at 33 


Gough Street near Market. 

The project’s board of directors 
will present a status report at the 
meeting, followed by questions 
and comments from the audience. 
“It’s a complicated undertaking, 
but we’re eager to hear from the 
community about what they want 
to see in a center,” Shafer told the 
B.A.R. 

Shafer said that owners of the 
proposed site, located at Market 
and Octavia streets, are still nego¬ 
tiating with the city’s Redevelop¬ 
ment Agency, which hopes to get 
control of the site by the end of 
this winter. “It’s going to happen 
in stages,” he said. “We hope to 
come to an agreement with the 
owner within a few weeks on the 
price. But there are many other 
hurdles we have to overcome be¬ 


fore we break ground.” 

While Redevelopment Agency 
officials have agreed to buy the 
site, Shafer said that corporate 
giving will be the second stage of 
the project, to pay for the renova¬ 
tion of the Victorian structure al¬ 
ready there, along with the con¬ 
struction of a new building. 

San Francisco is currently the 
only major city in California with¬ 
out a designated Gay and Lesbian 
Community Center. ▼

Achtenberg To Leave SF? 


by Bob Roehr 

Roberta Achtenberg will return 
to the Department of Housing and 
Urban Development (HUD) in 
Washington, the federal agency 
she left last April to run unsuc¬ 
cessfully for mayor of San Fran¬ 
cisco. 

The former San Francisco Su¬ 
pervisor told the New York Times 
she had discussed her return with 
Secretary Henry Cisneros and 
White House staff. An announce¬ 
ment will be forthcoming. 

Achtenberg will be returning to 
an agency where she was both 
liked and respected. She will not 
get back her old job, which re¬ 
quires Senate confirmation, but 
will serve as a senior advisor to 
Cisneros. 

Her partner, Mary Morgan, and 
their son Benjie, now in the fifth 
grade, remained in Washington 
during the mayoral campaign. “I 
have a job I really like” at the Jus¬ 
tice Department, Morgan had said 
at the time of Achtenberg’s resig¬ 
nation. She also voiced the practi¬ 
cal concern, “It’s the only pay- 
check we have right now.” 

Achtenberg has agreed to stay 
at HUD through the end of the 
school year. Some speculate she 
might find a position on Clinton’s 
reelection campaign. Another per¬ 
manent senior position within the 
administration likely would not 
come before a second Clinton 
term. ▼ 


New Year's 
Eve Raid 
Case 

Headed to 
Police 

Commission 


Disciplinary hearings against 
six San Francisco Police officers 
involved in the raid of a private 
1994/5 New Year’s Eve South of 
Market AIDS benefit will begin in 
March, according to a spokesman 
for the Police Commission. 

Lieutenant Manual Baretta 
told the Bay Area Reporter that 
Police Commissioner John Keker 
has been assigned the misconduct 
case, but said no decision had 
been made as to whether the en¬ 
tire commission, or just Keker, 
will hear the charges against the 
officers. 

Six officers including South¬ 
ern Station Police Captain 
Michael Yalon face discipline 
ranging from admonishment to 
termination if the charges - in¬ 
cluding abuse of force, sexual ha¬ 
rassment, and lying to investiga¬ 
tors - are sustained by the Com¬ 
mission. 

The charges stem from what 
may be the most massive investi¬ 
gation into police misconduct by 
the city’s Office of Citizen Com¬ 
plaints to date, involving the testi¬ 
mony of scores of police officers, 
complainants, and eyewitnesses 
to the 1995 raid that Yalon al¬ 
legedly ordered. 

“In the strongest possible 
terms, I demand that the hearings 
into these charges be held in front 
of the entire commission,” said 
Terence Alan, who hosted the 
benefit. 

During the police action, offi¬ 
cers allegedly attacked a Santa 
Cruz woman filming their abuse, 
threw her to the ground, and 
stomped her face with a boot;

Migden Cleans 
Up PWAs’ Water

Supervisor Carole Migden this 
week announced that she has ob¬ 
tained a $1,000 donation from the 
firm of Perkins-Elmer to purchase 
water filters to prevent cryp- 
tosporidiosis in people with HIV 
and AIDS. 

The water filters are part of the 
recommendations of Migden’s 
controversial Cryptosporidium 
Task Force, convened in Septem¬ 
ber 1995. 

The task force held hearings 
last year after dangerous levels of 
the parasite - which is a major 
cause of death in people with 


AIDS - were found in the San 
Francisco drinking water supply. 

The donation was the first in a 
series of expected contributions 
by bottled water companies and 
other vendors, including 
McKesson Corporation and Black 
Mountain Water Company, 
Migden aide Michael Colbruno 
told the Bay Area Reporter. 

“We are responding to requests 
from the AIDS community to pro¬ 
vide filtered water to prevent any 
possible infection from this dead¬ 
ly parasite,” Migden said in a 
press statement. 

“I commend Perkin-Elmer for 
taking the lead in helping the city 


continue its fight against Cryp- 
tosporidiosis, and I encourage 
other businesses to follow their 
compassionate example.” 

The money from the donation 
will be used by the city to pur¬ 
chase filters at locations deter¬ 
mined by the Health Department. 

Colbruno told the B.A.R. that 
Migden’s priorities for the filters 
were places such as Coming 
Home Hospice, Maitri AIDS Hos¬ 
pice, Laguna Honda Hospital 
(which cares for many indigent 
people with AIDS), Continuum 
HIV Day Services, and similar 
agencies. ▼

Statistics show that members 
of the gay community are at high 
risk for life-threatening diseases 
such as AIDS, cancer, alcoholism, 
and drug abuse, as well as mental 
health problems and suicide, but 
societal prejudice and ignorance 
of their medical needs often inter¬ 
fere with this population receiving 
adequate treatment. 

The course will help medical 
and mental health professionals 
who serve lesbians, gays, bisexu¬ 
als, and transgendered people to 
increase their knowledge of their 


medical and psychological issues. 
It will address specific health top¬ 
ics such as HIV/AIDS, hate 
crimes, domestic violence, mental 
health, substance use and preven¬ 
tive healthcare from a multicultur¬ 
al perspective. Participants will be 
given an overview of the legal is¬ 
sues relevant to this group, with 
particular emphasis on healthcare 
and parenting. ▼

Antibiotic-Resistant Bacteria 
Threaten California PWAs 


The Centers for Disease 
Control Clearinghouse 

A bacterium that is resistant to 
antibiotics that has killed people 
in hospitals on the East Coast 
seems to be taking hold in Califor¬ 
nia and is responsible for one 
death, according to the American 
Medical News. 

Vancomycin-resistant entero¬ 
coccus (VRE) is not a problem for 


people in good health, according 
to the AMN, but can cause life- 
threatening infections in people 
with weakened immune systems, 
like people with AIDS. There are 
no drugs to treat the bacteria. 

“We’re going back to the pre¬ 
antibiotic era,” said Dr. David 
Stevens, chief of infection control 
at Santa Clara Valley Medical 
Center. 

Overuse of antibiotics in the 


past 50 years has been blamed for 
the ability of some strains of or¬ 
ganisms to develop resistance to 
them. VRE spreads through direct 
contact, and could spread easily in 
a hospital or nursing home if care¬ 
givers are not aware of it. 

Soap kills the bacteria, so ex¬ 
perts urge healthcare providers to 
take extreme care to wash their 
hands to combat infection. ▼

A Thursday, February 1 Board 
of Supervisors committee hearing 
into medical care offered by 
Kaiser Permanente for its 
HIV/AIDS patients resulted in a 
resolution authorizing the city to 
inform Kaiser, in writing, about 
expectations that clients will re¬ 
ceive the highest possible level of 
medical care. 

Members of ACT UP/Golden 
Gate and executives from Kaiser 
turned out in force at the hearing 
before the Health, Public Safety 
and Environment committee, to 
alternately raise and lower the flag 
of viral load testing. At the hear¬ 
ing, Jeff Getty of ACT UP/Golden 
Gate reiterated Kaiser’s responsi¬ 
bility to pay for the viral load test¬ 
ing, citing research results show¬ 
ing its superiority over traditional 
“T-cell testing” of an HIV-positive 
person’s blood. 

Kaiser representatives, on the 
other hand, said that no HMO or 
insurance company pays for viral 
load testing because it has not re¬ 
ceived FDA approval. An an¬ 
nouncement made at the Third 
Conference on Retroviruses and 
Opportunities Infections in Wash¬ 
ington, DC on January 30, two 
days before the hearing, is hoped 
to speed approval by both the 
FDA and insurance carriers, ac¬ 
cording to Project Inform 
spokesperson Ben Chang. The 
product’s manufacturer, Chiron 
Diagnostics in Emeryville, could 


not be reached for comment. [For 
further information about vital 
load testing, see related stories on 
pages 26 and 29.] 

ACT UP/Golden Gate mem¬ 
bers, through literature and at the 
meeting, refuted a statement by 
Dr. Phil Madvig, Physician in 
Chief at Kaiser, that no other 
HMOs pay for the procedure ei¬ 
ther. According to a spokesperson 
for Project Inform, two HMOs 


that do pay for the procedure - 
which costs roughly $210 per test 
- are PruCare and Cigna. He 
added that a complete list has not 
been compiled. 

Speaking on Kaiser’s behalf 
was James A. Pluth, who told the 
B.A.R. that there is a limited, in¬ 
ternal test study for viral load test¬ 
ing available to selected members 
of Kaiser. 


Eliminate the Lottery 

A second complaint, that 
Kaiser does not pay for human 
growth hormone - which ACT 
UP/Golden Gate said it has repeat¬ 
edly heard from HIV/AIDS pa¬ 
tients - was quickly solved at the 
hearing. Kaiser announced that 
the hormone is now an authorized 
treatment for its patients with 
AIDS-related wasting syndrome. 

Throughout the two-hour hear¬ 
ing - which was followed by 
smaller meetings among Kaiser, 
ACT UP, and Supervisor Tom 
Ammiano - Kaiser patients and 
friends of patients with HIV/AIDS 
spoke glowingly about the high 
level of care there. Their endorse¬ 
ments prompted Ammiano to 
comment frequently that the goal 
of the hearing was to institute uni¬ 
versal standards of care, and do 
away with the “lottery” atmos¬ 
phere that some Kaiser HIV/AIDS 
patients have said is a characteris¬ 
tic of its medical care. 

“I understand that there’s some 
teleconferencing that goes on 
[during the year] to bring people 
up to speed. But I think what 
we’re saying here is that that’s not 
enough and we need some basic 
restructuring,” he said. 

The measure authorizing the 
Director of Health Services to 
write a letter to Kaiser will be 
voted on at a February 20 Board 
of Supervisors meeting, according 
to Ammiano aide Mike Housh. 

If sent, the letter would carry a 
large measure of political weight.

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A pril is supposed to be the time 
we think of taxes, and June is 
the traditional time for wed¬ 
dings. So why are we thinking 
of them in February? 

This week a San Francisco newspa¬ 
per reported that the IRS sets different 
standards for married couples than for 
domestic partners. The paper’s tone of 
astonishment at such an inequity, and 
the front-page space the item was 
given, made it look like one of our 
dailies had broken a story of huge im¬ 
portance to the gay and lesbian com¬ 
munity. Well, there’s no denying the 
matter is important, but the story is ac¬ 
tually an old one. 

In fact, the IRS has long differenti¬ 
ated between us and our heterosexual 
fellow Americans; the latest ruling is 
merely confirmation of a long-accept¬ 
ed injustice. Domestic partnerships 
may offer some perks - like being able 
to visit a loved one in the ’ hospital, 
which is no small thing when it’s the 
one thing in the world you want, so 
don’t think we’re blind to its impor¬ 
tance - but a partnership is not a mar¬ 
riage. Only marriage is marriage, legal¬ 
ly and fiscally speaking. 

The best thing about the recent con¬ 
firmation of IRS policy is that it stark¬ 
ly illustrates the need for gay mar¬ 
riages. Of course there are prettier ar¬ 
guments to be advanced in favor of 
gender-neutral marriage laws, having 
to do with love and commitment and 
all that, but money still talks loudest to 
the greatest number of people. We have 
to learn not to be ashamed to talk about 
our taxes in public. 

Lord knows, everyone else in Amer¬ 
ica is talking about the subject. 

There’s that huge tax break the Re¬ 
publicans in Washington are trying to 
give their wealthiest supporters, for a 
start; as everyone knows by now, the 
money to pay for it is supposed to 
come from the pockets of the rest of us. 
But far from being embarrassed about 
their actions, freshmen Congressmem- 
bers are bellying up to every television 
camera they can find to talk about 
taxes. If they can do that, we certainly 
shouldn’t shy away from adding our 
voices to the discussion. 

In fact, not referring to the unfair 


tax burden placed upon gay couples 
who have no chance to get married 
could even be regarded as complicity 
in the status quo. Homophobic Assem¬ 
bly person Pete Knight, who introduced 
the resolution in Sacramento to ban 
recognition of same-sex marriages 
within California, said at one of his 
press conferences that he felt com¬ 
pelled to do so because of - you 
guessed it - tax issues. If same-sex 
couples were treated exactly as hetero¬ 
sexual couples, he said, it would put 
“too much of a burden” on what is irri¬ 
tatingly referred to as traditional fami¬ 
lies. 

Well, gee, Pete, you're right! Let’s 
put that burden back onto gays and les¬ 
bians where it belongs! Let’s demand 
that homosexual citizens pay more 
taxes for fewer rights and shoulder the 
costs of an unresponsive government! 

Why not just hold us up at gunpoint 
while you’re at it? 

And that’s the crux of the matter: if 
someone came to your house and de¬ 
manded you pay them hundreds of dol¬ 
lars a year because you’re queer, you 
could have them arrested; if a store or 
restaurant tried to charge you more be¬ 
cause of your sexuality, the authorities 
would intervene. But we live in a sys¬ 
tem where the authorities themselves 
are picking our pockets - and demand¬ 
ing that right, and justifying it as a nec¬ 
essary way to prop up the institution of 
heterosexual marriage. 

The only way to put a stop to the 
not-so-petty larceny you suffer as a gay 
person is to get angry about it. In the 
next few days San Franciscans will 
hold a fundraiser for our friends in 
Hawaii who are working to legalize 
same-sex marriages there, as well as a 
tactical meeting to decide what to do 
about that proposal in Sacto. (For more 
information, and a list of some impor¬ 
tant addresses, see the stories on pages 
16-17.) The time to act is now; as 
mothers will tell you, it’s never too 
early to start planning your own wed¬ 
ding. 

And it’s never too late for “Mr. 
Wedding” Knight to learn this truth: he 
and the other forces of oppression can¬ 
not beat us, so they might as well join 
us in matrimony. ▼ 


Jgj beg to differ with the arguments in 
III Bryan Coyle’s January 25 guest edi- 
igj torial “Politics and Denial.” His con- 
■* tention that “AIDS is primarily a re¬ 
sult of... drinking alcohol, smoking ciga¬ 
rettes, taking recreational drugs, environ¬ 
mental factors, and taking AZT” is almost 
as silly as the old “queers get AIDS be¬ 
cause of track lighting, Levolours, and 
disco music” joke. 

This year I will celebrate 18 years of 
being HIV-positive. I am still asympto¬ 
matic. My t-cell count is around 200. I 
quit smoking cigarettes in 1972 to save 
money to go to grad school, but I’ll light 
one up now and then when I’m with 
friends who smoke. I’ve tried some recre¬ 
ational drugs, but don’t feel a need to use 
them. I drink moderately. I eat well. I go 
to the gym three times a week since 1974. 
I take AZT and 3TC (except on my birth¬ 
day and national holidays). And I read as 
much as I can about HIV and related in¬ 
fections. 

I’ve known people who have died of 
classical AIDS infections within one year 
of becoming infected with HIV. And a lot 
of these people did not drink, smoke, take 
drugs, or use AZT. 

I know people now who have been 
HIV-positive and healthy for at least ten 
years who drink, drug, smoke, stay out 
late, take AZT, do not take AZT, work out, 
would never go to the gym, eat meat, do 
not eat meat, and so forth. 

Yes, I believe that many of the drugs 
we take to fight HIV are toxic. Some are 
more toxic than others. And some are 
more toxic to some people than to others. 

If the question is, “How do we stay 
alive and well once we are diagnosed as 
being HIV-positive?”, then the only an¬ 
swer is that there are no clear answers. 
The reality is that each one of us is re¬ 
sponsible for her or his well-being. And 
that means being as aware as one can be 
of how our bodies work individually. 

From there, we need to choose from 
the ever-increasing variety of options in 
treatment. Whether it’s acupuncture, 
drinking less, exercising more, being less 
isolated, taking different medications, or 
no medication, each one of us can only be 
responsible for his own health. If part of 
treatment is realizing that one has a drug 
or alcohol problem and taking action, then 
it’s up to one (me) to do so. 

I believe that any serious illness can be 
more debilitating if one also leads an un¬ 
healthy lifestyle - whether it’s an excess 
of booze, drugs, work, food, sex, and so 
forth. However, we can’t blame our ex¬ 
cesses alone for something like AIDS. 

And, let’s face it, “the gay community” 
does not have exclusive rights to abusive 
lifestyles. 

I appreciate Mr. Doyle’s zeal in trying 
to pinpoint a cause and a cure for this 
nasty little virus and this horrible epidem¬ 
ic. I certainly wish it were as simple as 
that. But zeal that results in a doctrinaire 
mentality that tells me how I must lead 
my life is useless. 

Ultimately, it’s the worst kind of de¬ 
nial. ▼

Shavian insinuations, 
refuted 

Over the last few months. I’ve read letters from 
writers who have viciously and personally attacked 
individuals or organizations (such as Project Inform) 
who have dared to publicly hold views contrary to 
theirs concerning HIV treatment. While I find this 
negativity and these personal attacks disheartening, 
unnecessary, and a monumental waste of time, it is 
particularly disturbing when writers conveniently ig¬ 
nore and misrepresent the facts in their zealous dia¬ 
tribes while apparently in pursuit of some undisclosed 
agenda. 

On November 23, the B.A.R. published a letter 
from me citing a study indicating that four out of six 
patients using AZT & DDI in combination had expe¬ 
rienced a significant decline in viral replication in 
both the lymph nodes and bloodstream. PSNA USA 
92(14) :6017-6021. The purpose of my letter was not 
to promote the use of nucleoside analogs or further 
any particular treatment agenda. Instead, it was to cor¬ 
rect a public misstatement put forth as gospel truth in 
a letter from Bill Webber published by the B.A.R. on 
November 9, i.e., that there was no evidence that nu¬ 
cleoside analogs did anything to reduce HIV viral 
replication in the lymph nodes. I felt it was important 
that HIV positive individuals considering their treat¬ 
ment options be aware of this information. 

(For the record, I don’t personally believe or advo¬ 
cate that all HIV+ individuals should be taking com¬ 
bination nucleoside analogs such as AZT/DDI, etc. 
This is a personal treatment decision, which needs to 
be made after an individual has had the opportunity to 
carefully consider all treatment options.) 

Unable to refute the facts of the study I cited, Mr. 
W. Fred Shaw of San Diego unleashed a personal at¬ 
tack on me through a letter to the B.A.R. (January 25) 
(1) by stating I distorted information to make the read¬ 
er believe that AZT and other analogs work and (2) 
calling me a hypocrite for not disclosing that I am 
supposedly a current member of the board of directors 
of Project Inform. 

You want facts, Mr. Shaw? Let’s deal with facts. 
(1) / didn’t distort anything. The study I quoted did 
find a significant reduction in viral load in the lymph 
nodes of four out of six patients using AZT & DDI, 
and I provided the citation so this information could 
be checked. (2) Contrary to your representation, / am 
not a member of the board of directors of Project In¬ 
form. I left the board of Project Inform more than one 
year ago in order to devote more time to other life in¬ 
terests such as reading, music, and travel. 

Your insinuation that the information I offered is 
somehow “tainted” or colored by my prior association 
with Project Inform is a cheap shot and is also insult¬ 
ing and demeaning. Let’s be clear about one thing, 
Mr. Shaw. I do have tremendous respect for the work 
done by Martin Delaney, Project Inform, and its hun¬ 
dreds of unpaid volunteers. This doesn’t mean that I 
have always agreed with everything espoused by the 
organization concerning HIV treatment options, be¬ 
cause I do have a mind of my own. However, I have 
found Project Inform’s message of hope and optimism 
through informed treatment options to have had a pos¬ 
itive impact on the lives of many HIV+ individuals. I 
wonder how many HIV+ individuals volunteer their 
time to work with you, Mr. Shaw? 

There’s an old saying in the law that when the facts 
are on your side, then you argue the facts. If you don’t 
have the facts, then you argue the law. If neither the 
facts nor the law are on your side, then you attack 
your opponent. Your continuing willingness to attack 
the messenger because you don’t like the message' 
speaks volumes about your approach to a rational dis¬ 
cussion. It appears that all you want to do is to throw 
as much shit up against the wall in the hope that some 
will stick.

Cruel correctness 

The current tug of words between the San Francis¬ 
co Board of Supervisors and the local division of the 
Salvation Army seems to be long on political rhetoric 
and short on facts. Others may address the quality of 
service rendered to those in need in the city by the 
Army. I wish to address the issue of homophobia as 
practiced where it really counts: one-on-one. 

By way of background, I am a born-again Christ¬ 
ian, theologically conservative in belief and evangeli¬ 
cal in practice. I have been a practicing Christian, self- 
avowed since June 7,1962.1 am also a gay man, com¬ 
ing to this realization after a tumultuous adolescence 
at a midpoint during the decade of the 1960s. I was a 
student minister in the Free Methodist Church in my 
youth, a church out of the same theological current as 
the Salvation Army. I am currently the West Coast co¬ 
ordinator of the Wesleyan Holiness Gay and Lesbian 
Network, ministering to the needs and support of 
those gays and lesbians from backgrounds in the 
Church of the Nazarene, Free Methodist, Wesleyan, 
Brethren in Christ, Church of God (Anderson, Ind.) 
and the Salvation Army. I am also editor of the SUMM 
Breakers , the newsletter of the San Francisco United 
Methodist Mission, an umbrella organization of all 
the United Methodist Churches in The City, and a 
member of Calvary United Methodist Church. I lived 
in San Francisco from May 1979 until October 1995. 

In January 1988,1 was elected to the board of di¬ 
rectors of the Christian AIDS Council of San Francis¬ 
co, a ministry supported by the San Francisco Associ¬ 
ation of Evangelicals. The council came into exis¬ 
tence in order to present an evangelical Christian pres¬ 
ence in the face of the AIDS crisis. The original intent 
was to do so in as nonjudgmental a posture as possi¬ 
ble. Subsequently, I was elected by the board to the 
office of chairman. Throughout my involvement, I did 
not divulge my sexual orientation, under the assump¬ 
tion that it really made no difference to the overall 
purpose of the ministry. In July of that year, my ori¬ 
entation became known to one of the other board 
members, who brought the matter to the attention of 
the board. A motion was prepared, and I was summar¬ 
ily ejected. Of the nine votes on the board, only two 
were cast in favor of my retention: my own and that 
of Envoy Patrick Granat of the Salvation Army. 

In conversation and correspondence before, dur¬ 
ing, and after this vote and expulsion. Envoy Granat 
exhibited no overt hostility, disdain, or homophobic 
attitudes toward me, nor did he at any time denigrate 
or deny the authenticity of my faith. He and I under¬ 
stood each other’s biblical background and evangeli¬ 
cal faith, though we agreed to disagree on the singular 
issue of homosexuality. I received nothing but sup¬ 
port, comfort, understanding, and acceptance by 
Envoy Granat. From his attitude and behavior, I could 
only assume that the Salvation Army, despite its well- 
publicized “position” regarding the issue of homosex¬ 
uality, did not practice discrimination against gays 
and lesbians when it came to its ministry of service. 

Therefore, I believe that it does this fine organiza¬ 
tion a gross disservice to equate long-standing, tradi¬ 
tionalist, theological, and moral viewpoints with a 
propensity to discriminate against gays and lesbians 
when no evidence exists to validate such an accusa¬ 
tion. If the Salvation Army were to open a “change” 
ministry aimed at converting gays and lesbians into 
heterosexuals, and applied for grants from the city to 
fund it, I would be one of the first to call for denial of 
such funds. But this is not the case. The Army is only 
requesting the board of supervisors place their stamp 
of approval on funds already approved by the federal 
government and earmarked for use in homeless shel¬ 
ters. To withhold city approval on the basis of old, 
out-of date documents which do not form the basis for 
day-to-day ministry and service is just playing politics 
with the fears and anxieties of the gay community. 
Giving a blanket or bathrobe to an economically chal¬ 
lenged citizen is neither designed nor expected to turn 
them into a Bible-thumping, self-hating fundamental¬ 
ist. Denying the approval of these funds will in fact 
impact mostly those for whom the funds are meant in 
the first place: the homeless. Can anti-Christian polit¬ 
ical correctness be more cruel? A point to ponder...

The disdain, the 
hatred towards us was not veiled. He very begrudg¬ 
ingly conceded to give us a sparse bag of groceries 
and told us, “Don’t ever come back. We don’t want 
your kind around here.” 

We left, mumbling thanks, with our heads down. 
Feeling less than human. And no human being who 
has done nothing wrong should ever be made to feel 
like that. And, if the organization is taking the tax 
money from the community - which does include the 
money of the gay and lesbian community - then such 
cold-hearted, bigoted behavior should be examined 
and put out for the public to judge. Thank the Divine 
Mother that we have a Free Press. 

Sending our tax money to the Salvation Army is no 
different than sending it to the Ku Klux Klan. Both or¬ 
ganizations denounce members of the human race as 
being less than human and push for harm and punish¬ 
ment to be given to those who are the wrong color, na¬ 
tionality, religion or sexual orientation. 

We all have to take a stand against such monstrous 
behavior. If we don’t, the fascists are still waiting in 
the wings to put us all back into brand new camps 
with brand new, modem ovens.

Carole Migden, 
Superstar 



W hen the SF Board of 
Supervisors unani¬ 
mously passed a mea¬ 
sure last week allowing 
homosexual couples to have 
“wedding” ceremonies at City 
Hall recognizing their domestic 
partnerships. Supervisor Carole 
Migden, author of the ordinance, 
became an overnight national les¬ 
bian political celebrity. Mayor 
Willie Brown is expected to sign 
the measure into law, and the first 
domestic partnership ceremony 
could take place as early as April. 
While gay and lesbian couples 
taking part in the rites will not be 
legally married, the measure com¬ 
plements a 1991 city law that 
gives couples registered as domes¬ 
tic partners certain legal benefits, 
including hospital visitation 
rights, etc.

“The legislation will allow do¬ 
mestic partners - lesbians, gays, 
and other - to formalize their rela¬ 
tionships with a civil ceremony,” 
said Migden, adding that “San 
Francisco is once again illustrat¬ 
ing that this is a humane, compas¬ 
sionate and equal-opportunity city 
for all who live here.” The supe 
went on to say that “what we’re 
doing here is offering a celebrato¬ 
ry aspect of the proceeding that 
isn’t just a paperwork registration. 
It’s a joyful occasion that can be 
celebrated by family and loved 
ones. It’s fair to say it’s a wedding 
of sorts.” 

What the measure will do for 
relationships of gays, lesbians, 
and others in San Francisco is one 
thing; what the highly publicized 
ordinance did for Carole Migden’s 
political career is another. Already 
headed for a sure seat in the Cali¬ 
fornia State Assembly next month, 
Migden’s authoring and herding 
the measure through the board by 
a unanimous vote brought her 
publicity most political press aides 
only dream of. United Press Inter¬ 
national picked up a photo of a 
smiling Migden (wearing an AIDS 
ribbon) sitting at her desk as the 
votes were counted. The photo 
was carried in nearly every major 
newspaper in the country, includ¬ 
ing a color front-page spot in the 
powerful Los Angeles Times. 

Migden spoke on radio shows, 
gave television interviews aplenty, 
and even had a guest spot on Oliv¬ 
er North’s program via hookup 
from D.C. The North show is car¬ 
ried on some 300 radio stations in 
large city markets around the 
country. What did Ollie North 
think of San Francisco’s new ordi¬ 
nance? Well, according to 
Migden, North was, of course, 
“opposed, but not impolite.” 

I know Carole Migden has her 
political enemies in this city 
(mostly within our own communi¬ 
ty). However, despite a manner 
that some call brash (“tough” 
would seem more accurate) and 
ambition that seemingly knows no 
bounds, I have to say I think she is 
one damned smart, effective, and 
caring public servant who serves 
the gay and lesbian community in 
particular and The City in general 
very well. 

Politics 
and people 

At City Hall rumors are al¬ 
ready circulating as to who Da 
Mayor will appoint to fill soon-to- 
be Assemblywoman Migden’s 
supe seat. The name heard most 
often is Mark Leno, a popular 


civil rights activist with an excel¬ 
lent reputation in the gay/lesbian 
community. A fine choice by all 
accounts. 

You won’t read this in Pat Ste- 
ger, but one of the more unusual 
parties (wakes?) I’ve attended in 
years was last Monday when 
Warren Hinckle gave a good-bye 
party at Stars for his beloved bas¬ 
set hound, Bentley, probably the 
town’s most famous dog. Bent¬ 
ley’s friends of many years, who 
turned out in droves, included 
D.A. Terence Hallinan, Jack 
Davis, Sheriff Mike Hennessey, 
Ted Fang, Carole Vernaire 
(Herb Caen’s longtime aide), 
Margo St. James, Annemarie 
Conroy, Carole Stuart and nu¬ 
merous other notables. A good 
time was had by all. (Well, actual¬ 
ly, the honoree himself didn’t 
seem any too thrilled, but perhaps 
under the circumstances, that’s 
understandable.) 

Gay and lesbian activists in 
Oregon are still celebrating Rep¬ 
resentative Ron Wyden’s (D) 
election in a special U.S. Senate 
race last week. Wyden, a strong 
supporter of gay rights, defeated 
an ultra-conservative, anti-gay 
Republican by a cat’s whisker for 
a seat formerly held by a Republi¬ 
can (the disgraced Bob Pack- 
wood). 

Only last month Candace Gin¬ 
grich did a cameo spot as a minis¬ 
ter marrying two lesbians on the 
hit Friends , now her brother Newt 
Gingrich gets to do something 
Dan Quayle could only dream of: 
butt heads with Murphy Brown on 
her highly rated show. Gingrich 
plays himself on the Candice 
Bergen sitcom in a scene where 
he confronts the brassy TV jour¬ 
nalist backstage after she mocks 
him at a Washington roast. The 
Newtster taped the segment while 
attending Ronald Reagan’s 85th 
birthday party in LA this week. No 
broadcast date has been set. 

House Speaker Gingrich, orat¬ 
ing at a banquet in D.C. last week, 
stopped short of an endorsement 
but openly praised stealth candi¬ 
date Steve Forbes as a “genuine 
risk-taker.” The powerful if no 
longer so popular Newt later 
mocked conventional wisdom 
among reporters that Bob Dole 
would win the GOP nomination. 
The Dole camp issued a terse “no 


comment” in response. Gingrich 
never passes up an opportunity to 
nettle the slipping Dole or vice 
versa. 

She’s supposedly way behind 
in most polls and way behind in 
campaign funds (trailing by a 
huge amount, with $40,000 versus 
half a million for her opponent), 
but Angela Alioto, a fierce fighter, 
is campaigning day and night in 
hopes of upsetting John Burton 
in the primary race next month for 
retiring Milton Marks’s state sen¬ 
ate seat. 

Who will President Clinton 
put in charge of the all-important 
California re-election effort? Clin¬ 
ton knows he cannot be re-elected 
without carrying this state, and 
plans on spending long days and 
big bucks here. Bill Carrick and 
Kam Kuwata are on the short list 
for state boss. Some reports have 
Da Mayor (Willie Brown) angling 
for the prestigious post, but too 
many Clinton loyalists remember 
some of the not-so-kind remarks 
Brown has made about the prez in 
the past. After all is said and done, 
look for White House adviser 
John Emerson to be calling the 
shots, despite a conflict-of-inter- 
est/ethics law. 

In Sacramento, a big feud is 
brewing between probable Demo 
gubernatorial contenders Lieu¬ 
tenant Governor Gray Davis 
and state Controller Kathleen 
Connell. These two really don’t 
like each other. And the rumor that 
Senator Dianne Feinstein might 
come back and be the real choice 
of the party continues to gather 
steam. 

A bit of Hollywood gossip for 
all you lovers as Valentine’s Day 
approaches: the artist formerly 
known as Prince says he will 
marry his backup singer, mayte, 
Feb. 14 in Paris. Nothing like Gay 
Paree to put one in a romantic 
mood, I always say. 

Correction: In an item last 
week about San Jose figure skat¬ 
ing champion Rudy Galindo “ad¬ 
mitting” he was gay, I should have 
said “acknowledging.” Being gay 
is nothing one should have to 
“admit” to, only to be proud of.

In the debate over an Assem¬ 
bly bill to deny state recognition 
of same-gender marriages per¬ 
formed elsewhere in the Union, 
our bonnie Laurie, a lobbyist with

And I would reply, “Why yes, 
it’s way stupid, and let’s leave it at 
that, because people have been 
that stupid for a long time, exas¬ 
perating the hell out of bright, 
freedom-loving, girl-kissing gals 
like myself, and you really don’t 
want to get me started on what I 
think of this stupidity because I’ll 
come off as even more of a sarcas¬ 
tic bitch than usual - if such a 
thing is possible.” 

Sigh ... in case you haven’t no¬ 
ticed, public policy is often deter¬ 
mined less by technocratic engi¬ 
neering and policy wonking than 
it is by the voting public’s percep¬ 
tions. Often, the electorate or the 
legislature will do something that 
may seem less effective or more 
costly on paper in order to send a 
message (uh, uh, uh - don’t jump 
to conclusions; some conserva¬ 
tives pray for demonstrations to 
play off of.

Gay men face not only the percep¬ 
tion of men who are “unmanned” 
by their sexual practices, but as 
being gross squared in a fiat house 
beer bust only with dicks and but- 
tholes kind of way. 

Lesbians, on the other hand, 
perhaps because women can be 
more physically affectionate (yes, 
it is unfair) and women together 
are perceived more as sexually 
harmless, are not as sexually stig¬ 
matized. So, our public image is 
more of the public figure who 
showed courage in coming out, 
becoming even more beloved for 
still loving their non-gay public - 
think Martina, k. d. lang and 
Melissa Etheridge. 

I’m exasperated when women 
grouse about “lesbian chic.” Hey! 
Wake up! We can play off lesbian 
chic and those sitcom lesbian 
weddings, big time! Here’s an 
idea: Let's let the public form its 
assumptions about the average 
homosexual from these mass 
media images! Duh! Let’s let them 
think that if they vote against 
same-sex marriages, they’re hurt¬ 
ing poor, sweet Ellen DeGeneres. 
Duh! Can we knock this lob pitch 
out of the park, please ? Repeat 
after me: “I’d rather have rights 
than be right!” 

With all due respect to the male 
ego (i.e., none whatsoever), sweet, 
beautiful young men in love don’t 
mean squat in Peoria. A spunky 
young woman holding her head 
high and smiling bravely through 
coming out to America on net¬ 
work television is approaching 
Hallmark card material. Which 
image do you want in our law¬ 
makers’ minds? Let’s get off our 
politically correct hindquarters 
and play the dyke card.

SF Patient Is 2nd Recipient in U.S. 

Drug Treatment 
for Breast Cancer

A San Francisco woman is 
scheduled to become the second in 
the country to receive an experimen¬ 
tal drug for metastatic breast cancer, 
after receiving final approval last 
week from an internal review board 
at UCSF Medical Center. 

Breast cancer oncologist Dr. 
Debasish Tripathy confirmed that 
the “Her2/neu” treatment the 
woman will receive today (Thurs¬ 
day, February 8) has so far only 
been given to a Chicago woman in 
an advanced stage of breast can¬ 
cer. The FDA approved the drug 
on January 16 for a compassionate 
release program through the 
drug’s manufacturer, Genentech. 

The whole approval process 
through UCSF took about a 
month after receiving the proto¬ 
col from Genentech, Tripathy 
said. In the case of cancer, the 
university tries to have emer¬ 
gency protocols already in place 
depending on the clinical applica¬ 
tions. According to ACT 
UP/Golden Gate member Mari¬ 
lyn McGregor, they should be 
immediately applied in the case 
of breast cancer patients. 

“We’re very glad that the ap¬ 
proval has come,” McGregor told 
the B.A.R., “but it’s truly impor¬ 
tant to have a national Internal Re¬ 
view Board so it doesn’t have to 
go through all these boards.” 
AIDS treatments are currently ex¬ 
pedited this way, she said. 

Even a week is extremely crit¬ 
ical in late-stage breast cancer pa-

tients, McGregor said, since major 
organ failure or the spread of can¬ 
cer would disqualify someone 
from getting the drug. “Cancer is 
treated as a non-emergency. AIDS 
on the other hand, because of the 
infectious nature, is treated as an 
emergency,” she said. 

“They have to have this same 
sense of urgency with late-stage 
cancer with these experimental 
drugs.” 

McGregor said, “We really 
need to educate our constituency” 
about this and other unresolved is¬ 
sues, to create nationwide applica¬ 
tion standards. One hospital in 
Texas, for example, did not want 


to administer the Her2/neu - be¬ 
cause the treatment involved infu¬ 
sions every week. 

“If this is indeed the reason,” 
McGregor said, “this is near-crim¬ 
inal, that women cannot be treated 
because of some sort of conve¬ 
nience thing for a hospital.” 

Tripathy estimated that ap¬ 
proximately five or six patients 
will be treated over the next year. 
“We’ll certainly put on as many 
people as we think might benefit,” 
he said, but cautioned, “Only 
about 20 percent of breast cancer 
patients make the particular pro¬ 
tein Her2/neu in their tumor cells, 
to respond to the drug.” ▼

T he Supreme Court has de¬ 
clined to review govern¬ 
ment regulations intended 
to “protect” children from 
“indecent” broadcasts. Current 
Federal Communications Com¬ 
mission (FCC) rules limit certain 
“adult” content to broadcasts be¬ 
tween 10 p.m. and 6 a.m. 

The court’s decision was made 
despite widespread opposition to 
the FCC rules. “These regulations 
are trying to offer the services of 
the federal government as a na¬ 
tional babysitter,” said R. B. 
Quinn of the Freedom Forum First 
Amendment Center. 

The nation’s largest newspa¬ 
per, USA Today (circulation 6 mil¬ 
lion), also editorialized against the 
decision. In a January 11 editorial 
(“When Government Acts As 
Censor, Freedoms Crumble”), the 
newspaper noted that the Supreme 
Court has left “advocates of cen¬ 
sorship a fresh opening to practice 
their mischief. 

“If the Federal Communica¬ 
tions Commission is now pushed 
into becoming the national decen¬ 
cy police, what next?” the paper 
asked. “The power to censor re¬ 
peatedly creates its own excess.” 

USA Today also published an 
“opposing view” by Donald Wild- 
mon, president of the American 
Family Association. What others 
deem a “loss of freedom,” Wild- 
mon said, is actually “insurance 
for civility.” He argued, “Some 
people, including the editorial 
board of this paper, are upset that 
the Supreme Court set restrictions 
on what can be broadcast during 
certain hours of the day. ... They

say it is the parents’ responsibility 
to protect their children. I say it’s 
a shared responsibility. They say 
the decision hurts society. I say it 
helps.” 

Beyond his inaccurate claim 
that the Supreme Court (rather 
than the FCC) “set restrictions,” 
Wildmon’s argument could not be 
more hypocritical. He, like other 
Right Wing censors, is a “parents’ 
rights” absolutist when it comes to 
homosexuality. Wildmon has fre¬ 
quently argued, for example, that 
textbooks should not include fair 
and accurate references to homo¬ 
sexuality, since it is a parent’s ab¬ 
solute right to teach or not to teach 
such things. 

The “protection of children” 
theme is ubiquitous, and has al¬ 
ready become central in emerging 
efforts to regulate new media. The 
Washington legislature, for exam¬ 
ple, has considered several bills 
intended to censor and criminalize 
“materials harmful to minors,” in¬ 
cluding HB2267, “An Act Relat¬ 
ing to the Well-Being of Children” 
(which proscribes a broad range of 
“materials,” from “the depiction 
of covered male genitals in a dis- 
cemibly turgid state” [Sec.l.,(4)], 
to modest HIV and sex-education 
curricula). 

Speaking at a New York panel 
on “Internet Regulation” (Jan. 21), 
Shabbir Safdar, of Voters 
Telecommunications Watch 
(VTW), pointed to a key threat 
that adheres in many regulatory 
efforts. He said: “Look at what 
they’re proposing and try to dis¬ 
cern, are they really interested in 
keeping children away from this 
material, or are they interested in 
keeping you from expressing it? 
The First Amendment protects 
your right to express yourself. It 
does not protect a parent’s right to 
reshape the world into their own 
version of Romper Room.”

Murky Reporting 

An article in the San Jose Mer¬ 
cury News (“Woman’s Search for 
Son End With Identification of 
Remains,” Jan. 13) concocts un¬ 
founded connections between 
murder and “the world of sado¬ 
masochism.” The reporter, Jim 
Dickey, describes a woman’s six- 
year “search for her gay son,” 
Oliver McDade, whose body was 
found the previous week - “dis¬ 
membered and placed in three 
plastic garbage bags.” 

Dickey quotes “a friend” who 
describes the deceased as “heavily 
into leather and bondage.” Dickey 
reports: “When he disappeared, 
McDade left behind an apartment 
splattered in blood and containing 
sadomasochistic tools such as 
chains, a whip and a paddle.” 

Through such biased overtures, 
Dickey suggests that McDade’s 
murder was the direct result of an 
essentially dangerous lifestyle - 
“in the gay leather community.” 
Of course, it is much more likely 
that the deceased was the victim of 
a homophobic hate crime than a 
homosexual lover.

In an article announcing the 
premiere of Blacklines magazine

In this profile, Tomlinson - 
“loud and proud” - examines the 
“three great challenges” of his 
life: “being poor and black ... 
being a homosexual ... having 
AIDS.” Tomlinson is refreshingly 
unapologetic about sex (“Absti¬ 
nence? Forget it,” he says). He 
concludes: “I have a right to die 
with dignity. And I have a right to 
live with dignity.”

Congress voted overwhelm¬ 
ingly Thursday, February 1 to ap¬ 
prove the first major alteration to 
U.S. telecommunications law 
since the Communications Act of 
1934, and sent the bill to the 
White House, where President 
Clinton immediately praised the 
legislation, which he plans to sign. 

The House-Senate compromise 
version of the new Telecommuni¬ 
cations Reform Act of 1996 will, 
in its many provisions, impose 
“decency” standards on computer 
networks, and institute the “V- 
Chip” to block sexually suggestive 


or violent television programs. 

The bill encountered relatively 
little resistance during a brief floor 
debate, and passed the House by a 
vote of 414-16. Less than an hour 
later, the Senate moved the bill by 
a 91-5 margin. 

Clinton, in a statement, con¬ 
gratulated the Congress for pass¬ 
ing the law, and Vice President A1 
Gore, the administration’s leading 
advocate for pursuing new tech¬ 
nologies, called it “a great biparti¬ 
san victory.” 

Clinton predicted the bill 
would “help families exercise 
control over how the media influ¬ 
ences their children.” 

Gore said Clinton would likely 


sign the bill into law “within a 
week.” 

One of the few lawmakers to 
urge the bill’s defeat was openly gay 
Representative Barney Frank of 
Massachusetts, but he objected to a 
provision that gives broadcasters 
free access to potentially lucrative 
segments of the broadcast spectrum, 
and not the “decency standards” it 
imposes on the Internet. 

Representative Pat Schroeder 
of Colorado introduced legislation 
Tuesday, February 6 that would 
strip a ban on abortion-related 
speech from the bill, which passed 
containing language prohibiting 
some discussions on the Internet 
about abortion. ▼

Eighmey represents House 
District 14 in the Portland’s south¬ 
east section, including the S.E. 
Hawthorne Boulevard district 
where a large number of gay, les¬ 
bian, bisexual, and transgender 


constituents live and work. 

When the legislature is not in 
session, Eighmey practices law, 
specializing in family law, tax law, 
wills, and estates. He has been a 
resident of Oregon since 1983, 
and lives with his partner of 14 
years, Peter, and has two adult 
children. 

In 1993 he was appointed to 
the Oregon Legislature to replace 
Beverly Stein (now Multnomah 
County Chair). He has worked on 
issues revolving around correc¬ 
tions, children, and families, and 
the rights of the terminally ill. 
Eighmey is currently seeking re- 
election to his third term. 

In addition to lawyering, Eigh¬ 
mey is a community activist, do¬ 
nating his time and energy to the 
Oregon Gay and Lesbian Law As¬ 
sociation, Our House of Portland 
(an AIDS hospice), REACH Com¬ 
munity Development, the Ladd’s 
Addition and Hosford-Abemathy 
neighborhood associations, and 


the Oregon Speak Out Project. 

Eighmey says he “has no spare 
time,” but does enjoy reading and 
the arts, and has been known to

Germany Calls 
for More Internet 
Censorship

Public prosecutors in 
Mannheim, Germany announced 
Friday, February 2 they have start¬ 
ed an investigation of AOL Ber¬ 
telsmann Online for allegedly en¬ 
couraging the distribution of ille¬ 
gal Nazi propaganda. Officials of 
the joint venture between the Ger¬ 
man publisher Bertelsmann and 
the U.S.-based America Online 
denied the prosecutors’ contention 
that online services are supporting 
the distribution of illegal material 
by giving subscribers access to the 
Internet. 

AOL Bertelsmann Online ar¬ 
gues that it has no influence on the 
Internet’s contents just as a phone 
provider has no influence on the 
content of telephone conversa¬ 
tions. 

T-Online, a subsidiary of 
Deutsches Telekom, Germany’s 


telephone monopoly, has also 
been included in the Mannheim 
prosecutor’s investigations. 

The spread of the Internet has 
heightened strains in German- 
American relations over the distri¬ 
bution of Nazi propaganda. Such 
material is banned in Germany, 
where it is illegal to question 
whether the Holocaust ever hap¬ 
pened, but is protected under free¬ 
dom of speech provisions in the 
United States. 

A number of individuals, 
mainly of German origin, use 
freedom of speech laws to write 
anti-Semitic and neo-Nazi pam¬ 
phlets in the United States or 
Canada for distribution in Ger¬ 
many. Some have been arrested 
and charged in Germany, raising 
accusations that the country is ex¬ 
ceeding its territorial authority 
and infringing the rights of Amer-

To those who regard the dating 
scene as one of Dante’s circles of 
Hell, East Bay therapist Jan Carl¬ 
son offers some ways to work 
through the fears that many sin¬ 
gles have. 

Carlson holds dating work¬ 
shops for co-eds of all persua¬ 
sions, offering step-by-step advice 
to make the process a success, or 
at least less excruciating. Her next 
project is a dating workshop 
specifically for lesbian women in 
a supportive environment. But 
whether she is helping lesbians, 
gay men, bisexuals, or heterosexu¬ 
als, some things are always con¬ 
stant. The important things, in 
fact. 

“I talk about the seven princi¬ 
ples of healthy dating,” Carlson 
told the B.A.R., based on the work 
of fellow therapist Daniel Linder. 

1 ) To create a healthy dating 
relationship, you have to have a 
purposeful dating strategy. 

Ask yourself why you are dat¬ 
ing. Is it for a committed, intimate 
relationship, for a primarily sexu¬ 
al affair, or to expand the number 
of people you know? 

2 ) The purpose of a first date 
is to assess the desirability of a 
second date. 

Carlson said, ‘The point of 
this is when we go out on a first 
date we make it this big thing. We 
have these great expectations of 
what this could mean.” 

On the other hand, some peo¬ 
ple go too far in the opposite di¬ 
rection, believing a first date is just

something on their “to do” list. 

Neither extreme will work. 
“That doesn’t allow for any possi¬ 
bilities that a sexual attraction 
could grow,” she said. Bring a first 
date way back down to something 
manageable, she urged, and use it 
to assess what it is about this per¬ 
son that interests you. 

3 ) Relationships begin on the 
first date. 

This naturally follows the last 
point, Carlson said. There are a lot 
of things to pay attention to on a 
first date, if you are really dating 
with the intention of an intimate 
relationship. This is as important 
for people who are not being daz¬ 
zled on the first date as for those 
who feel they’re being swept off 
their feet. 

Many relationships begin with 
few sparks, she said, and then de¬ 
velop into important lifelong lov¬ 
ing and passionate partnerships. 
Of course, there are the other 
kinds to watch out for, too. 

Still, looking too much for 
cues and flaws can be a bad thing. 
Which brings her to her next 
point. 

4 ) A first date should be a 
clean slate. 

“That’s about trying to be in 
the here and now, and not drag¬ 
ging all your past relationships 
along with you,” said Carlson. 
Like everyone else, she knows 
that is easier said than done, since 
all kinds of things can trigger feel¬ 
ings of past relationships. Even so, 
she said, too much unresolved 
baggage is what ruins a lot of rela¬ 
tionships. ‘Try to be in the here 
and now,” she reiterated. 

5 ) To get to know your date, 
you must establish rapport. 

“Building rapport involves 
being yourself and listening,” 


Carlson said, “and being sponta¬ 
neous. Let the time together un¬ 
fold and don’t have an agenda. 
Notice your reactions to the per¬ 
son.” 

Comments like “I’m having a 
really good time,” or, conversely, 
“This food is awful. I’m telling the 
waiter to get me another dinner,” 
as long as they are honest, can 
open up a discussion and build 
rapport. 

6 ) To establish rapport, you 
must notice, self-disclose, and 
listen. 

Carlson urges people to notice 
what they’re feeling when speak¬ 
ing with another person. Do you 
feel safe? Happy? Comfortable? 
Distrustful? “That’s like your 
radar,” she said. Self-disclosure 
lets another person know you’re 
paying attention and interested in 
them. “It isn’t about telling your 
life history, but rather talking 
about what’s happening right 
now.” And if you ask your dates 
personal questions, she said, you 
owe it to them to really listen and 
focus on them as they answer. 

7 ) Intimate relationships are 
built on mutual interests, hon¬ 
esty, and understanding. 

Finally, she concluded, going 
to all the effort of making and 
keeping a first date, and then pray¬ 
ing that the other person will show 
an interest in you without putting 
yourself on the line, is self-defeat¬ 
ing. 

In other words, don’t just sit 
there, tell someone how you feel. 

▼

icans. 

German authorities say they 
can act because the intention is the 
illegal distribution of Nazi propa¬ 
ganda in Germany, wherever it is 
written. 

A spokesman for the 
Mannheim prosecutors told Unit¬ 
ed Press International, “We know 
we are breaking new legal ground 
in areas for which there are no 
precedents.” 

In December, America Online 
competitor CompuServe barred 
online clients worldwide from ac¬ 
cessing some 200 electronic fo¬ 


rums, also called newsgroups, se¬ 
lected by Munich police authori¬ 
ties who approached Com¬ 
puServe’s German headquarters. 
The officials said they were re¬ 
sponding to complaints about the 
dissemination of child pornogra¬ 
phy available on the World Wide 
Web which provides easy Internet 
access to images, but free speech 
advocates and activists pointed 
out the majority of the banned 
newsgroups were non-sexual sites 
of general interest to gays and les¬ 
bians. 

CompuServe is now working 
on software to allow it to bar ma¬ 
terial selectively, blocking access 
to subscribers in one country with¬ 
out stopping access in others. ▼

Gay Cards On

W hat to do if you live in 
Idaho and want to send 
a Valentine’s Day card 
to your last-year’s- 
heartthrob-one-night-stand- 
French-speaking-stud who now 
lives in Sicily? Hop on the World 
Wide Web and hit Greet Street 
Thematic Communication Prod¬ 
ucts for the Digital Domain 
(http://www.greetst.com), where 
you can send a personalized gay- 
or lesbian-themed greeting card 
worldwide from the comfort of 
your computer. 

“It’s the place to be on the In¬ 
ternet for greeting cards,” said 
Greg Nimer, President of 10 Per¬ 
cent Productions, which thought 
about putting its own corporate 
site on the web but figured Greet 
Street would do a better job of it. 

“We’re very out when we live 
in the big cities, but when you live 
in the Midwest or rural America, 
the gay community is very differ¬ 
ent. They are not able to be as 
open,” Nimer told the Bay Area 
Reporter. He explained that rural 
types would be the ones more 
likely to find alternative means to 
purchase products specific to 
them. 

According to Greet Street 
“Creator of Chaos” and co¬ 
founder Tony Levitan, it works the 
other way, too. ‘To assume that 
only gay people send gay cards is 
inaccurate,” he said, adding that 
heterosexual people who do not 
have easy access to gay-themed 
stores can make use of the service 
to send cards to their gay friends. 

“The basic philosophy is that 
the on-line environment is very di¬ 
verse,” Levitan said. “You can 
craft what you want to buy, using 
the power of digital technology.” 

The service’s gay section has 
its own icon on its main menu 
page, and prices for the cards are 
the same as in retail stores. Card 
publishers such as 10 Percent, 
Cardthartic and NobleWorks are 
available on the sites. Cards are 
$1.50 -$2; add an extra $1.50 to 
get it personalized, plus 50 cents 


postage (within the 
U.S.). 

A “Perfect 
Memory” service is 
also offered, where 
you can book cards 
in advance, order a 
year’s worth of 
birthday cards, 
and receive e- 
mail at the time 
each one is sent. 

“We are not a 
gay and lesbian 
company, but we 
recognize that 
gays and les¬ 
bians are an im¬ 
portant part of 
our market,” 
Levitan said, 
adding the gay 
community 
represents a 
dispropor- 
t i o n a t e 1 y 
large portion 
of their sales. 

“We do the same 
thing for other cul¬ 
tures,” he said, in¬ 
cluding African- 
American, Hispanic, 
and Jewish-themed 
cards available on¬ 
line. 

“It is a reasonable 
way for companies 
like us to reach a mar¬ 
ket that is totally un¬ 
available to us,” 
Nimer said, recom¬ 
mending Greet Street.

“But we do have a lot 
of friends,” Conboy said, notably 
State Senator Milton Marks, chair 
of the Senate Judiciary Committee 
where the Senate version of the 
bill - already passed by the As¬ 
sembly - is headed next.

IRS Lets Spouses 
Pay Less than 
Domestic Partners 

So What Else Is New?

An Internal Revenue Service 
practice of taxing domestic part¬ 
ners’ healthcare insurance, in the 
case of workers who provide less 
than half the financial support for 
their domestic partner, has drawn 
fire from lesbian and gay ac¬ 
tivists. 

The federal agency made the 
ruling in a private letter to a tax¬ 
payer in January - and although 
the decision is binding only on the 
taxpayer who sought the clarifica¬ 
tion, other taxpayers can expect 
the same decision, according to an 
IRS spokesman. 

The benefits generally have 
been considered taxable employee 
income by companies offering 
such policies, even though mar¬ 
ried workers pay no tax on similar 
health benefits provided to their 
heterosexual spouses. 

“On the positive side, it’s good 
that our relationships are becom¬ 
ing more visible in society. On the 
negative side, the tax man is com¬ 
ing after us and we can’t even get 
married,” said Robert Bray, a 
spokesman for the National Les¬ 
bian and Gay Task Force, after the 
San Francisco Chronicle ran a 
front page story on the matter 
February 6. 

But although the tax is ex¬ 
pressly unfair and federal tax law 
should be changed to eliminate it, 
a revision of the federal tax code 
would require an act of Congress, 
said American Civil Liberties 
Union spokesman Matt Coles. 

“Number one, it’s not new. 
Number two, it’s tax law,” Coles 
told the Bay Area Reporter. “It’s 
clearly unfair and should be 
changed, but that’s going to take a 
little while. Remember, this is the

Congress that passed HIV exclu¬ 
sion in the military last week.” 

Coles is the author of the San 
Francisco domestic partners legis¬ 
lation enacted in 1991 - and earli¬ 
er legislation in Berkeley in 1985 
- providing healthcare benefits for 
city workers’ domestic partners. 

Several local corporations and 
employers, including the San 
Francisco AIDS Foundation, 
Apple, and Levi-Strauss, have 
made such benefits available to 
their gay and lesbian - and un¬ 
married straight - workers.

The California Assembly 
passed a bill Wednesday, January 
31 that would deny recognition of 
same-sex marriages performed in 
other states and countries. 

The final vote was 41-31, the 
bare majority needed to advance 
the measure to the state Senate, 
likely to take up the measure in 
late March or early April, accord¬ 
ing to legislative analyst Josh 
Lowery. 

Opponents kept the rolls open 
until 10 p.m. in hopes of getting 
someone to change his or her vote 
from “yes” to “no,” but there was 
no change, Lowery said. 

The heavily debated measure 
was one of dozens taken up by the 
80-member house on the final day 
for sending 1995 legislation to the 
Senate. 

It was offered by Republican 
Assemblyman Pete Knight of 
Palmdale, who warned that with¬ 
out a clear law on the books gay 
couples would go to Hawaii and 
get married, then return to demand 
that California give them the same 


recognition as other out-of-state 
unions. 

“It would be an unfunded man¬ 
date on small governments forced 
to provide the same benefits to 
same-sex couples as other cou¬ 
ples,” he said. 

Openly lesbian Assembly¬ 
woman Sheila Kuehl, D-Encino, 
said the issue was no different 
from that once faced by racial mi¬ 
norities. 

“Slaves were not allowed to 
marry,” she said. “They were 
deemed less than human. This is 
an issue of humanity. This is an 
issue of civil rights.” 

Assemblyman Philip Isenberg, 
D-Sacramento, said the bill was 
an infringement of the U.S. Con¬ 
stitution, which requires states to 
recognize contracts made in other 
states. 

Proponents of the measure said 
the Supreme Court has never ruled 
on such legislation, and they were 
willing to risk litigation to affirm 
the fundamental social value of 
heterosexual marriage.

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Mindy Pengel Talks to the BAR. 

Lesbian Cop To 
Command SFPD 
Special Operations Unit

A Bay Area lesbian who was 
in the First group of 
women allowed to enroll 
in the San Francisco Po¬ 
lice Academy in 1975 was appoint¬ 
ed Commander of the San Francis¬ 
co Police Department’s Special 
Operations Unit this January. 

Melinda Pengel, 42, says she 
now holds a bird’s-eye view of the 
department and its wide-ranging 
opportunities for 
women, and 
knows that she 
helped create it. 

She remembers 
the Police Acade¬ 
my in those days, 
after a court deci¬ 
sion forced SFPD 
to admit female 
police cadets, as a 
place “that just wanted to get us of 
there.” Ironically, 20 years later 
she was named to direct the Acad¬ 
emy. She did that job for a year, 
until last month when Mayor 
Willie Brown named her special 
forces commander, overseeing the 
tactical squad and police officers 
assigned to Muni, among other pa¬ 
trol-related duties. 

Shortly after her appointment, 
Pengel took time to speak with the 
B.A.R. about her past and future at 
SFPD. 

They Thought All 
of Us Were Lesbians’ 

Pengel is still making her mark 
as a first: her current rank is 
fourth-highest in the department, 
behind Chief, Assistant Chief, and 
Deputy Chief. In 1994 she became 
one of three women to be made 
Captain, the highest rank ever 
achieved by women. She says she 


came up through the ranks after 
apprenticing on the street patrol - 
and while her success was defi¬ 
nitely not because of her sexuality, 
she says she was not self-con¬ 
scious about being openly lesbian. 
Less so, in fact, than she was 
about being a woman in the liter¬ 
ally all-male world of the San 
Francisco Police Department. 

“In the beginning it seemed 
like more of a woman’s issue,” she 
says. “[Other male cops] assumed 


all of us were lesbians, so what 
was the big deal?” 

Fortunately, said Pengel, she 
never experienced name-calling, 
as much as she heard rumors about 
herself as a dyke. “I’ve experi¬ 
enced harassment on the job, but I 
don’t know if it was because of 
being lesbian, or being a woman,” 
she says. “[We] were walking into 
a resistant group. There was some 
people that were supportive, but 
for people who were supportive, 
there was so much peer pressure 
not to show that.” 

Back in 1975 “bonding” was 
just something that happened 
when glue was applied to a sur¬ 
face, although the women in the 
academy did support each other, 
somewhat. “In the beginning,” 
she recalls, “the women kind of 
supported each other, in that we 
really went through a tough time. 
It was an academy that you 


wouldn’t want to go through.” 

Still, she says, “I felt more that 
I just toughed it out. I think that’s 
a sad thing about women going 
into these kinds of jobs, that we 
don’t turn to each other enough 
and say, ‘I need some help,’ or ‘I 
need some support,’ or whatever.” 

Pengel found solace in her 
family, which she credits with re¬ 
inforcing that she could be what¬ 
ever she wanted to be. “And I was 
young - I don’t mean in terms of 
years, but in terms 
of being naive, 
and having those 
rose-colored glass¬ 
es on and thinking 
I could just climb 
to the top of the 
mountain and that 
I could do every¬ 
thing.” 

Social safety 
nets for minorities were not even 
on the books, Pengel recalls, much 
less practiced in her department. 
George Moscone was mayor, and 
gay rights were just poised to ex¬ 
plode onto the scene in a big way. 
She credits the group Officers For 
Justice for its farsightedness in 
fighting for admissions for all mi¬ 
norities, adding, “That struggle 
was fought by all.” 

She acknowledges that there 
are still leftover feelings that some 
people would like her to “get 
over,” but says, “It’s not that easy. 
You remember the people that 
treated you like dirt. It’s part of 
my feelings. 

“It’s like a garbage can, you 
shove it in there so long because 
there was nowhere to vent.” 

‘I’m Past Having 
To Prove MysolP 

How does she see the whole 
issue 21 years after breaking 
ground? 

“Frankly, right now I don’t 
care what people think about me. 
I’m not saying that I don’t have 
feelings, but I’m here, I’m going 
to do the job. I’ve done the job, 
and I’m past having to prove my¬ 
self to the group.” 

Still, she appreciates how 
things have changed: understand¬ 
ably, with a total absence of fe¬ 
male predecessors, Pengel says

her role models were men, and 
after two decades she realizes she 
has assumed that stature on the 
force. She now has younger, 
straight men on the force coming 
up to her, telling her how much 
they value her work. 

“One of the nicest things that 
happened is when a guy became 
sergeant at Mission Station,” and 
asked her to take him under her 
wing. “But of course I have a spe¬ 
cial interest for the women,” she 
says, “and helping to bring 
women along, and mentor 
women.” 

Although Pengel has stressed 
since her appointment that she 
bleeds blue first and then laven¬ 
der, she is acutely aware of the im¬ 
portance of having out dykes in 
prominent positions. “The lesbian 
part, the woman part, having peo¬ 
ple like me in positions like this, 
still matters,” she says. 

Pengel speaks with particular 
pride, both as a cop and an openly 
lesbian woman, when she discuss¬ 
es today’s younger gay and lesbian 
cadets entering the Police Acade¬ 
my. “They’re a different breed,” 
she says, “and I smile when I see 
them. We zipped our lips, we took 
our hard knocks, we took the 
punches and walked away.” 

Her younger counterparts, she 
said, show the value of freedom of 
expression. More than spouting 
political iconography, Pengel said 
she sees that “they have this ener¬ 
gy, this kind of spunk, this enthu¬ 
siasm like, ‘I’m here and if you 
don’t like it, that’s the way it 
goes.’ 

“They’re just being them¬ 
selves. I didn’t get to do that.” 

What she can do, she says, is 
view the scene with almost mater¬ 
nal satisfaction. “I look and I say, ‘I 
helped create that.’ And I have the 
bruises to show for it. That takes 
away a little of the pain that I have 
for coming through all of that.” T

Forbes Opposes 
Gay Marriages

Republican presidential hope¬ 
ful Steve Forbes found himself 
discussing abortion and same- 
sex marriages Thursday, Febru¬ 
ary 1 as he kicked off a two-day 
bus tour of Iowa to push his flat 
tax and economic reform propos¬ 
als. 

Forbes, who is leading Senate 
Majority leader Bob Dole in the 
latest poll of New Hampshire vot¬ 
ers, is trying to build support in 
advance of the February 12 Iowa 
precinct caucuses. 
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In tiny Earlham, Iowa - popu¬ 
lation 1,157 - Forbes told more 
than 100 supporters about his 
plans to eliminate the Internal 
Revenue Service and implement a 
17 percent flat tax. But when the 
crowd got a chance to ask him 
questions, they wanted to know 
where he stands on abortion and 
homosexuality. 

When asked if he supports 
same-sex marriages, Forbes re¬ 
sponded, “Compassion is not ap¬ 
proval. There should be special 
rights for none, equal rights for 
all.” 

“Does that mean no?” his 
questioner pressed. 

“Yes,” Forbes said. 

Forbes is the son of the late 
multi-millionaire publisher Mal¬ 
colm Forbes, whose homosexual¬ 
ity was revealed after his death. 

On the question of abortion, 
Forbes told the crowd he is pro- 
choice - but opposes federal 
funding for abortions and late- 
term abortions - and then cau¬ 
tioned the crowd not to let the 
issue change the tone of the de¬ 
bate. 

, “You must first change peo¬ 


ple’s opinion. You must first 
change the culture,” he said. “To 
talk about the law without talking 
about underlying public opinion 
is to miss the whole point of it. 

“If you don’t have people feel¬ 
ing in their conscience that it is 
something that ought not to be 
done,” he persisted, “then it will 
be done.” 

Afterwards, reporters asked 
Forbes if he felt uncomfortable 
talking about social issues when 
his area of expertise is economics. 

“Values and economics are 
one and the same, especially in 
America,” he said. “There is a 
moral foundation to our country, a 
moral foundation to our activities 
and if you ignore one, you in ef¬ 
fect undermine the other. They go 
hand-in-hand.” 

Meanwhile, a new Boston 
Globe/WBZ-TV poll shows 
Forbes has surged ahead of Dole 
31-22 percent, less than three 
weeks before the first-in-the-na- 
tion New Hampshire presidential 
primary. Right wing commentator 
Patrick Buchanan polled 11 per¬ 
cent, with six other candidates 
lagging behind. ▼

with AIDS, including protest or¬ 
ganizer Pete Jiminez, who fash¬ 
ioned himself into a devil-diva for 
the occasion. 

A key target of the protests - 
House Speaker Newt Gingrich - 
skipped the red carpet entrance. 
But inside he told a reporter: “I 
think [Reagan] changed the 
world. ... He re-aroused the 
American Dream. He sort of 
brought us back to America. The 
impact Ronald Reagan made on 
us psychologically in this country 
almost means more than anything 
else he accomplished.” 

Outside, California Governor 
Pete Wilson told reporters, “If not 
for Ronald Reagan, the protesters 
wouldn’t be able to toot their 
horns.” Wilson, along with Nancy 
Reagan (who attended the cele¬ 
bration after a quiet dinner at 
home with her husband, who suf¬ 
fers from Alzheimer’s), former 
President Gerald Ford and his 
wife Betty, former Pentagon chief 
Colin Powell, LA Mayor Richard 
Riordan, Marvin and Barbara 


Davis, Charlton Heston, Bob 
Hope, Gary Coleman, Bo Derek, 
ETs Mary Hart, and others were 
forced to wait in line to get to the 
jammed-up entrance. At least one 
very lesbian-looking couple was 
also observed going in. 

An irony that both rankled and 
amused protesters was the appear¬ 
ance of gay singer Johnny Mathis, 
who provided entertainment for 
an evening hosted by Merv Grif¬ 
fin. 

The demonstration ended 
about three and a half hours after 
it began without incident or arrest, 
largely due to the friendly rela¬ 
tionship between the gay commu¬ 
nity and the West Hollywood 
Sheriff’s station. Unlike the usual¬ 
ly riot-geared LAPD or the per¬ 
ceived homophobic Beverly Hills 
force, the West Hollywood 
deputies handled one surge to¬ 
ward the entrance without undue 
force - and laughed along with the 
crowd when protesters yelled 
“Ugly Dress! Ugly Dress!” at a 
number of women emerging from 
limousines. 

“I hate it when they say ACT

The commercial with retired 
Commander Hank Carde, who 
served three combat tours in Viet¬ 
nam, debuted Wednesday, Febru¬ 
ary 7 in New Hampshire. The 60- 
second spot charges that Clinton 
has been “AWOL” on AIDS, and 
demands action on the promised 
Manhattan/Apollo-style research 


effort to find a cure. 

And, according to the candi¬ 
date, that ad is only the beginning. 

“Many creative video artists 
will be devoting their time and tal¬ 
ents in the coming months to the 
production of a series of ads that 
will finally make AIDS a presi¬ 
dential issue,” Michael added. 

“One artist is working on an ad 
that will show an animated Bill 
Clinton demonstrating the proper 
methods of condom use - on his 
nose.” 

The campaign plans to air the 
commercials at least ten times 
each day between now and the 


February 20 primary. 

Michael’s campaign manager 
and life partner Wayne Turner said 
that since campaign ads for feder¬ 
al office cannot be censored, “We 
fully intend to push the limits of 
political advertising by showing 
America exactly what this epi¬ 
demic is doing.” 

Guess Who's 
Coming to Class? 

Turner may also push the pre¬ 
viously known limits of New 
Hampshire politics when he ap¬ 
pears at a grade school function as 
Michael’s “wife” this month. 


A group called Kids Voting- 
New Hampshire wrote Michael in 
January, “to invite your wife to at¬ 
tend our Sweetheart Event... at the 
elementary and junior high schools 
on Manchester’s West Side. 

“The event will take place on 
Valentine’s Day, February 14th. 
The time of the event would de¬ 
pend on her availability. 

According to the invitation, 
“The focus of the event is to have 
Mrs. Michael speak to the stu¬ 
dents about what it is like to be a 
candidate’s spouse, and what she 
would see her role being if you are 
elected president of the United 
States.” 

Upon reading that “Kids Vot¬ 


ing-New Hampshire is part of a 
nationwide network of organiza¬ 
tions working to increase adult 
voter participation by involving 
our youth in the electoral 
process,” Turner gladly accepted 
the invitation. 

“Thank you for your invitation 
regarding Kids Voting USA,” he 
wrote. “I would be delighted to at¬ 
tend the February 14 Sweetheart 
Event for candidate’s spouses. 

“Steve and I congratulate your 
efforts to involve young people in 
the democratic process, and edu¬ 
cating students on the important 
issues of today.” 

So far, “Mrs. Michael” has not 
received a confirmation. T 


Buchanan Calls Win ‘Victory 
For a New Conservatism’

Pat Buchanan stunned Phil 
Gramm in the battle of GOP con¬ 
servatives Tuesday, February 6, 
defeating the Texas senator in 
Louisiana’s first-in-the-nation Re¬ 
publican caucuses. 

Buchanan picked up 13 of the 21 
GOP convention delegates up for 
grabs in the caucuses, while Gramm 
gained the commitment of eight. 

Addressing supporters in 
Baton Rouge, Buchanan called the 
win a victory for “a new conser¬ 
vatism of the heart.” 

“This isn’t a victory for a man, 
it’s a victory for a cause,” 
Buchanan said. “It’s a victory for a 
cause, it’s a victory for a great 
movement that’s moving across 
this country - this is a victory for a 
new conservatism of the heart, a 
conservatism that cares for the 
right to life of the innocent unborn, 
a conservatism that cares for work¬ 
ers and what’s happening to them 
when trade deals send their jobs 
abroad, a conservatism that looks 
out for the sovereignty of America, 
and restores to the United States a 
right to decide our own destiny.” 

The caucuses were bypassed 
by front-running candidates Sena¬ 
tor Bob Dole, publisher Steve 
Forbes, and Tennessee Governor 
Lamar Alexander, all of whom

were campaigning in Iowa and 
New Hampshire; Alan Keyes, the 
other Republican campaigning in 
Louisiana, picked up no delegates. 
Fewer than ten percent of 
Louisiana’s 486,000 registered 
Republicans cast ballots in the 
caucuses. 

The state’s remaining nine 
convention delegates will be de¬ 
termined in the March 12 Super 
Tuesday primary. 

Gramm had been counting on 
his neighboring state to give him a 
boost heading into Iowa and New 
Hampshire. He campaigned large¬ 
ly on economic issues, saying in 
speeches and television commer¬ 
cials he will downsize govern¬ 
ment in Washington and reform 
the welfare system. 

Buchanan campaigned on an

choked one man into unconscious¬ 
ness with an illegal choke; and bru¬ 
talized and arrested other patrons 
on a variety of pretexts. Patrons re¬ 
ported anti-gay slurs, police offi¬ 
cers refusing to identify them¬ 
selves, and sexual harassment. 

All charges were quickly 
dropped against the benefit’s pa¬ 
trons, and a federal civil rights 
lawsuit was later filed against the 
city, the Police Department, and 
officers involved in specific inci¬ 
dents of misconduct. 

Lesbian leader and attorney 
Nanci Clarence, who represents 
the plaintiffs in a civil suit, told the 
Bay Area Reporter that some of 
the issues involve officer credibil¬ 
ity, and the nature of the eviden¬ 
tiary material requires a hearing 
before the commission as a whole, 
rather than simply appointing a 
hearing officer and giving each 
commissioner voluminous hearing 
transcripts from perhaps dozens of 
officers and complainants. 

‘The charges stem from the 
largest Office of Citizen Com¬ 
plaints investigation ... in recent 


memory,” she said. “A case of this 
scope merits a full hearing before 
the commission,” she said. 

Clarence said an unprecedent¬ 
ed amount of material will go be¬ 
fore the commission: in addition 
to the investigation conducted by 
the Office of Citizen Complaints, 
police management have forward¬ 
ed the findings of their own ex¬ 
haustive investigation to the OCC. 

Although more than a year has 
passed since the 938 Harrison 
Street raid, many patrons who 
were peacefully attending the pri¬ 
vate fundraiser for an AIDS sup¬ 
port group for artists are still 
deeply traumatized by the police 
action at the event, Clarence said. 

The physical bruises may have 
healed, she said, but the memories 
and the emotional and psychic 
trauma have not. 

“It’s going to take a while for 
my clients to fully recover,” she 
said. 

Lesbian commissioner Pat 
Norman told the Bay Area Re¬ 
porter that although Keker had 
been assigned the hearing initial¬ 
ly, the decision over whether the 
entire commission will sit to hear 
the disciplinary charges will be 
forthcoming.

Clinton Consents to 
Defense Bill Ousting 
HIV+ Soldiers 

... But White House Says That Part Can Be Fixed

White House spokesman Mike 
McCurry said Monday, February 
5 that President Clinton will sign 
the defense authorization bill this 
week. However, McCurry said, 
Clinton was “close” to finding a 
solution to removing a clause in 
the bill - which actually directs 
how and where the Pentagon can 
spend its money - requiring the 
expulsion of military personnel 
with HIV. 

Republican Senator Bill Cohen 
of Maine and Democrat Senator 
Edward Kennedy of Massachu¬ 
setts, along with a group of House 
lawmakers, were assisting in the 
search for a solution. 

The strategy, according to con¬ 
gressional sources, is essentially 
to turn the tables on the GOP-led 
Congress, by tacking a repeal of 
the clause onto a bill greatly de¬ 
sired by Republicans. 

Conservative House Republi¬ 
cans used that same strategy by 
adding the HIV discharge lan¬ 
guage, along with a ban on abor¬ 
tions for servicewomen at over¬ 
seas medical facilities, to the de¬ 
fense bill they passed last 
month. 

The clause would require the

discharge of HIV-infected mili¬ 
tary personnel within six months 
of diagnosis. There are about 
1,049 U.S. military personnel 
who have been identified with the 
virus. 

Cohen spokeswoman Kathy 
Gest said the senator, who is retir¬ 
ing from the Senate at the end of 
his term, was considering intro¬ 
ducing a measure to lift the re¬ 


quirement. 

In the House, Republican Rep¬ 
resentative Connie Morelia of 
Maryland was considering similar 
action. 

Kennedy spokesman Jim Man- 
ley said the senator was “still dis¬ 
cussing strategy and tactics” and 
that some move to overturn the 
discharge provision could come as 
early as this week. 

The Pentagon has opposed the 
discharge language, although its 
regulations prohibit infected per¬ 
sonnel from traveling abroad or 
serving in combat. 

The expulsion language con¬ 
tained in the defense bill, oppo¬ 
nents have noted, would affect in¬ 
fected heterosexuals in the mili¬ 
tary as well as homosexuals. 

However, the clause has 
touched a nerve among gay rights 
activists, many of whom are still 
smarting from what they view as 
Clinton’s betrayal of a campaign 
promise to end the ban on gays in 
the military. Shortly after his elec¬ 
tion in 1992, Clinton clashed with 
the military over the policy and 
eventually accepted a compromise 
that established the “don’t ask, 
don’t tell, don’t pursue” policy but 
did not lift the military ban on 
openly gay service personnel. ▼ 
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Anglican Bishops 
Back Gay Priests

The February 4 Sunday Telegraph in London reported that 300 
senior Anglicans worldwide, including Archbishop Desmond Tutu, 
have backed a campaign to ordain practicing homosexuals as 
priests. 

The clerics signed an advertisement praising the campaigning 
work of the Lesbian and Gay Christian Movement, which will ap¬ 
pear in religious newspapers next Friday. ▼ 


Pittsburgh 
Diocese Bans 
Dignity Masses

The Roman Catholic Diocese 
of Pittsburgh has banned a group 
of gay Catholics from holding any 
more masses, because the church 
teaches sex outside of heterosexu¬ 
al marriage is wrong. 

The Pittsburgh chapter of Dig¬ 
nity, the national Catholic gay or¬ 
ganization, had been holding 
masses at St. Pamphilus Church 
while the diocese for years tried to 
persuade the group to accept 
church teachings. 

“There was no longer a pastoral 
solution to this issue,” said the Rev¬ 
erend Ronald Lengwin, secretary 
for pastoral life, who represented 
the diocese in the discussions. 

“They agreed that they, as a 
matter of conscience, disagree 
with the church’s teaching. There¬ 


fore, they would no longer be al¬ 
lowed to use the facilities at St. 
Pamphilus or any other diocesan 
facility.” 

Of 88 Dignity chapters nation¬ 
wide, Pittsburgh’s was one of five 
still allowed to use diocesan 
churches. Some conservative 
Catholic groups had criticized 
Bishop Donald Wuerl for allow¬ 
ing the practice. 

Most Dignity chapters were 
banned from diocesan facilities 
ten years ago when the Vatican is¬ 
sued a statement calling homosex¬ 
uality “an objective disorder.” The 
church teaches that a homosexual 
orientation is not itself sinful, but 
sexual activity with someone of 
the same sex is a serious sin. 

A member of Dignity of Pitts¬ 
burgh said the break with the dio¬ 
cese was not bitter. T 


Presbyterians 
To Fight Gay 
Lay Leaders at 
Convention

Mt. Auburn Church in Cincinnati, Ohio first announced a poli¬ 
cy of ordaining gays to lay leadership positions in 1991. In 1993 it 
ordained Michael Adee, a former campus minister at the Universi¬ 
ty of Nevada-Reno, who completed his three-year term last month. 

Since 1993, Mt. Auburn has ordained “several” homosexuals, 
but church officials declined to provide an exact number. Reverend 
Harold Porter told the Cincinnati Post the congregation has grown 
by 152 members since it changed its ordination policy. 

“We’re neither a gay church nor a straight church, but a people 
church,” Porter said. “People want to go to a church where they’re 
treated as part of God’s good creations.” 

The Cincinnati Presbytery, which governs the region’s 86 Pres¬ 
byterian Church U.S.A. churches, plans to change that. 

The presbytery will challenge a constitutional provision permit¬ 
ting all members to be ordained lay leaders, and ask the national 
convention in Albuquerque this summer whether a community has 
the right to set the standards by which it chooses its leadership. 

Two other southwestern Ohio Presbyterian churches will also 
present proposals to the national body: one that amends the consti¬ 
tution to define homosexuality as a sin, and exempt gays and les¬ 
bians from ordination; and another that would eliminate sexually 
active unmarried people from ordination. 

“Does a presbytery or a congregation have the right to ordain 
anyone it deems called to the office?” said Cincinnati’s General 
Presbyter, the Reverend Sam Roberson. “That’s larger than the 
question of gay men and women.” 

He said a growing number of congregations have ordained 
gays and lesbians in recent years, a decision “generally accepted 
and tolerated in the presbyteries where those congregations are 
located.” ▼

Possibly Assaulted, 
Pulled From Fire

Bob LaFont, producer and co¬ 
host of The Gay & Lesbian News 
Magazine cable show in Long 
Beach, California, was rescued 
from his burning apartment early 
February 4 by Long Beach police. 
LaFont, 43, suffered “some in¬ 
juries” and was “quite severely 
burned,” according to Long Beach 
Homicide Detective Dennis Rob¬ 
bins. 

Initially LaFont was not ex¬ 
pected to survive, but his condi¬ 
tion improved from “grave” to 
“very critical” after being trans¬ 
ferred to the Torrence Burn Unit 
with bums covering 45 percent of 
his body. It also appears that La¬ 
Font had been beaten, but a hospi¬ 
tal spokesperson could not con¬ 
firm whether the “bumps” were 
sustained from blows to the head 
or a result of being dragged out 
during the rescue. 

LaFont’s father, Long Beach 


Superior Court Judge Robert La¬ 
Font, his mother and two sisters 
have been at LaFont’s side since 
his ordeal. On February 6 doctors 
performed “life-saving” surgical 
skin grafts. LaFont also sustained 
“serious” damage to his lungs 
from smoke inhalation, and is on a 
ventilator. 

So far Long Beach police have 
no leads in the case, although they 
believe the fire is of a “suspicious 
nature.” Police have not deter¬ 
mined a motive, says Robbins, 
and are not ruling anything out. 
However, although they are aware 
of LaFont’s prominence in the gay 
community, as of now there is “no 
indication” that a hate crime was 
involved. 

Many of LaFont’s friends and 
colleagues are questioning that 
position because thousands of dol¬ 
lars of video equipment was found 
melted by fire in the apartment - 
ruling out robbery as a motive, 
they believe. Additionally, LaFont

Friends, colleagues, and re¬ 
porters dutifully follow activist 
Connie Norman’s admonition to 
put “self-appointed” before 
“AIDS Diva” when trying to de¬ 
scribe her. But as the Saturday, 
February 3 LIFE Lobby tribute to 
Norman illustrated, she long ago 
earned the title without qualifica¬ 
tion. 

Although Norman was too ill 
with AIDS to attend the event 
honoring her and her work, cam¬ 
eras were there to record the pro¬ 
ceedings. David Reid, who pro¬ 
duced Norman’s first-ever “main¬ 
stream” gay and lesbian radio 
show, is putting together a tribute 
that will be given to Norman and 
will air on Century Cable, among 
other stations. 

“Connie is personally a hero of 
mine,” said LIFE’S executive di¬ 
rector Laurie McBride as she 
opened the ceremonies at an AIDS 
Project Los Angeles studio de¬ 
signed to look at “this extraordi¬ 
nary person’s influence.” 

Log Cabin Republican activist 
Marty Keller flew down from 
Sacramento for the tribute. He re¬ 
called a time after lobbying for the 
so-called gay civil rights bill AB 
101, when one homophobic As- 
semblymember took to the floor 
during the debate and described 
how “an enormous red-headed 
lesbian attacked her.” After laugh¬ 
ter subsided in the APLA studio, 
Keller said Norman deserved 
“enormous credit for her willing¬ 
ness to talk to Republicans and not 
just folks in the family,” and for 
“risking defeat in the service of a 
higher cause.” 

As tokens of his fondness and 
respect for Norman, Keller jok¬ 
ingly gave her a “No Re-Pete” re-

call button and a “Bob Dornan for 
President” button. 

Assemblymember Diana Mar¬ 
tinez presented Norman in absen¬ 
tia with a framed certificate, 
which she joked was made by Re¬ 
publican staffers. On it were listed 
a slew of Norman’s achievements, 
including being “AIDS Diva of 
California,” a founding member 
of LA County’s AIDS Planning 
Council, and Public Policy Direc¬ 
tor for AIDS Service Center, plus 
her “unceasing and tireless ac¬ 
tivism” on behalf of people with 
AIDS and transgender youth.

Data Promising on Antiviral Nucleotide

Gilead Sciences, Inc. of Foster 
City, California has released data 
from a randomized, double-blind, 
placebo-controlled Phase I/II clin¬ 
ical study of the company’s GS 
840 (adefovir dipivoxil), indicat¬ 
ing that more may be less when 
treating patients with HIV. These 
data demonstrate that treatment 
with GS 840 for 12 weeks, admin¬ 
istered orally once per day, was 
well-tolerated and resulted in sus¬ 
tained improvements in surrogate 
markers of HIV infection - partic¬ 
ularly in smaller doses. 

Data from the multi-center 
study was presented at the Third 
Conference on Retroviruses and 
Opportunistic Infec¬ 
tions in Washington, 

DC by clinical inves¬ 
tigator Steven G. 

Deeks, M.D., from 
the University of Cal¬ 
ifornia, San Francis¬ 
co. Deeks most re¬ 
cently gained nation¬ 
al prominence as the 
lead doctor in the un¬ 
precedented baboon 
bone marrow transplant into East 
Bay PWA Jeff Getty. 

GS 840 is a member of the 
class of antiviral compounds 
known as nucleotides. The major¬ 
ity of antiviral drugs currently ap¬ 
proved to treat HIV/AIDS, such as 
AZT, are known as nucleoside 
analogs, which must be adminis¬ 
tered frequently because they are 
rapidly cleared from the body. In 


addition, nucleoside analogs are 
associated with the frequent de¬ 
velopment of resistant viral 
strains. Unlike nucleoside-based 
drugs, nucleotide compounds can 
remain active within both healthy 
and infected cells for extended pe¬ 
riods. Nucleotides form stable, po¬ 
tentially active drug reservoirs 
within both healthy and infected 
cells for extended periods, and 
generally require less frequent 
dosing. 

Clinical Results

Seventy-two patients infected 
with HIV, all with CD4 counts 
greater than 200 cells/mm^, were

840 was the only antiretroviral 
treatment administered.

0.3 log at the 250 mg dose, com¬ 
pared with a +0.3 log increase in 
the placebo group. 

Treatment with GS 840 was re¬ 
ported to be well-tolerated. Dose- 
related treatment side-effects ob¬ 
served included mild to moderate 
gastrointestinal symptoms.

These decreases were sustained 
after 12 weeks on treatment.

More from the Conference on Retroviruses 

Prognosis Good 
on AIDS Research 
and Treatment 


by Bob Roehr 

A wave of optimism in 
AIDS research and treat¬ 
ment continued to spread 
throughout the third Con¬ 
ference on Retroviruses and Op¬ 
portunistic Infections in Washing¬ 
ton, DC. The premier research 
gathering draws 2,000 top scien¬ 
tists and clinicians from around 
the world for five days of meet¬ 
ings, which concluded Thursday, 
February 1. 

The big news at last year’s 
conference was a quantum leap in 
therapy. It included exciting but 
limited initial clinical data on 
combination therapies of 3TC 
with AZT, and the new family of 
drugs known as protease in¬ 
hibitors that attack the virus at a 
different stage in its life cycle than 
do nucleoside analogs such as 
AZT. 3TC and Saquinavir, the 
first protease drug, have since 
been approved for general use, 
and two more protease formulas 
seem likely to be on the market by 
spring. 

Last year’s findings were often 
based on clinical trials involving a 
mere handful of patients over a 
dozen weeks. Data on ongoing tri¬ 
als this year involves significantly 
larger groups of patients tracked 
for over a year. 

Most encouraging is that the 
expanded data continues to show 
that these are both powerful an¬ 
tiviral medications, and they ap¬ 
pear to remain effective through 
extended periods of use. 

“There is no question that these 
drugs are at least tenfold - and in 
some cases more multiples - more 
potent than drugs we have been 
using for the last 8-9 years,” said 
Robert T. Schooley, MD, who 
chaired the scientific program 
committee of the conference and 
heads up the Health Sciences Cen¬ 
ter at the University of Colorado 
in Denver. 

Protease Inhibitors 

The pharmaceutical giant 
Merck led the bandwagon of those 
touting protease with data on its 
product Indinavir (tradename 
Crixivan) used in combination

with AZT and 3TC in patients with 
a range of 50-400 CD4 cells. Sci¬ 
entists have long theorized that a 
triple drug combination would 
offer greater clinical benefits than 
single or double treatment therapy. 

Merck’s data appears to bear 
this out. Four months into the trial 
the amount of HIV virus circulat¬ 
ing in the blood was reduced by 
99%, falling below levels de¬ 
tectable by current tests in 85% of 
the patients. “It is the best results 
seen to date,” said Dr. Emilio 
Emini, chief AIDS researcher with 
the company. 

But Emini and others caution 
that the data is only preliminary, 
involving 26 patients in the triple 
combination arm of the trial, only 
eight of whom have gone beyond 
week 16. The company is likely to 
present additional data at the end 
of February when it goes before 
an advisory board of the Food and 
Drug Administration (FDA) for 
marketing approval of Crixivan. 

Abbott Laboratories will seek 
approval at the same time for its 
protease Ritonavir. Theirs is a 
larger trial involving a thousand 
more advanced patients (CD4 
count of 100 or less) on the drug 
for 16 weeks. Patients were al¬ 
lowed to continue taking other 
medications, except another pro¬ 
tease. 

The Ritonavir arms showed a 
40-50 count median rise in CD4 
cells, and an increase in CD8 from 
a median baseline of 500 to 800. 
The incidence of opportunistic in¬ 
fections was less than half that of 
the control groups. 

“The slope seems to be going 
back up at the end,” noted Antho¬ 
ny S. Fauci, MD., director of the 
National Institute of Allergies and 
Infectious Diseases at NIH. He 
asked if there was any “resistance 
data,” and was told those studies 
have not been completed. 

The key question of viral resis¬ 
tance remains unanswered with all 
of the protease and combination 
therapies, but it appears that resis¬ 
tance emerges sooner or later, de¬ 


pending on how the drugs are 
used. 

“If we use them improperly we 
are going to mess up the benefits,” 
warns Douglas D. Richman MD, a 
leading researcher at the Universi¬ 
ty of California at San Diego and 
vice chair of the conference. Fur¬ 
ther clinical trials will probably 
indicate the most promising treat¬ 
ment regimes. 

Kaposi’s Sarcoma 

Research published little more 
than a year ago first indicated that 
Kaposi’s Sarcoma is caused by a 
virus (KSHV) in the herpes fami¬ 
ly. Data presented here reinforced 
that view, with 93% of the exam¬ 
ined KS lesions showing evidence 
of KSHV. 

“Detection of KSHV predicts 
development of KS and correlates 
with immune system suppres¬ 
sion,” said Dr. Patrick S. Moore, 
with the Columbia University 
School of Public Health. 

KSHV appears to be closely 
related to the Epstein-Barr virus. 
But much remains unknown. It 
may in fact be a family of up to 
three separate, closely related 
viruses, Moore explained. KSHV 
is difficult to maintain in a cell 
line - and therefore, to study. 

There is no direct evidence that 
KSHV is sexually transmitted. Al¬ 
though it is present in semen, the 
levels are so low that transmission 
is thought extremely difficult. It 
has appeared primarily in gay 
men, in geographic clusters, and 
seems to be less prevalent than 
years ago. 

It has been detected in 91% of 
the semen of HIV-positive gay 
men, but also in 23% of healthy 
sperm donors. That has led to 
“speculation the virus might be 
ubiquitous and needs something to 
activate it,” says Moore. 

He believes KSHV is an infec¬ 
tion that occurs after infection 
with HIV, and warns, “There is 
strong evidence we are seeing se¬ 
roconversion of individuals.” He 
is not sure of the incubation peri-

Wasting Syndrome 

AIDS-associated wasting isn’t 
as simple as reduced levels of eat¬ 
ing or absorption of food by the 
body. Research also is pointing to 
dysfunctions at the cellular level. 

Dr. Carl Grunfeld at the Uni¬ 
versity of California at San Fran¬ 
cisco proposes “a theory of com¬ 
pounding factors - HIV infection 
and secondary infection” that 
leads to weight loss. 

He found that 82% of those 
who lost more than four kilograms 
(8.8 pounds) in four months also 
had a secondary infection. Most 
common were gastro-intestinal 


lished the results of their early 
tests in the peer-reviewed jour¬ 
nal Nature Medicine. If the 
compound does as well in ani¬

problems and diarrhea. Eighty- 
three percent gained weight dur¬ 
ing recovery periods, but never re¬ 
stored the loss, and so ratcheted 
down in weight with each bout of 
infection. 

“Failure to recover is the major 
problem. ... If you can treat the 
infection, things are going to get 
at least somewhat better,” he ad¬ 
vised. 

Dr. Donald R Kotler at St. 
Luke’s-Roosevelt Hospital Center 
in New York said, “Reduced food 
intake does not explain it all. 
There are also metabolic 
changes.” He pointed to appetite 
stimulants, which increase food 
intake but show little impact on 
body cell mass. Most of the in¬ 
crease goes to fat - not lean body 
mass. 

Dr. Morris Schambelan, also at 
UC San Francisco, discussed data 
on how growth hormones “in¬ 
crease both weight and lean body 
mass,” even turning fat into lean 
body mass. He has been able to 
sustain this for two years. He 
pressed for studies to determine 
who is the appropriate patient 
population, when to start therapy, 
and what is the optimum dosage 
and regime. ▼

has been granted Food and Drug 
Administration approval to con¬ 
duct expanded studies of whole- 
body extracorporeal hyperthermia 
procedure for the treatment of 
HIV/AIDS. The treatment artifi¬ 
cially induces a fever by heating 
the blood to affect HIV, which is 
known to be heat sensitive. 

The planned Phase II clinical 
trial is designed to substantiate 
the safety of the BioLogic-HT 
System, and the efficacy of the 
whole-body extracorporeal hyper¬ 
thermia treatment for AIDS. A 
total of 60 patients will be ran¬ 
domly assigned to participate in 
two groups: half will receive two 
treatments each at 42 degrees C 
(107.6 degrees F), and half will 
serve as a control group, receiv¬ 
ing no hyperthermia, but remain¬ 
ing on standard HIV care. Dates 
and hospital location(s) have not 
yet been finalized. 

Two previous FDA-approved 
studies on the procedure yielded 
encouraging results in the ability 
of the BioLogic-HT System to 
maintain the safety of the patient 
during the procedure, and in the 
effects on HIV. A 1994 study has 
been accepted for publishing in 
the March edition of The Journal 
of Acquired Immune Deficiency 
Syndromes and Human Retrovi- 


rology, and 1995 results are cur¬ 
rently being submitted for pub¬ 
lishing consideration. 

Once expanded studies are 
completed, approval will be 
sought under the FDA’s expedited 
AIDS review process, to market 
the whole-body extracorporeal hy¬ 
perthermia procedure within the 
United States. Biocontrol Tech¬ 
nology also announced that the 
U.S. Patent and Trademark Office 
recently granted a patent on the 
procedure. As the company is po¬ 
sitioning itself to market this 
equipment and procedure in Eu¬ 
rope, patents have also been ap¬ 
plied for there and are currently 
pending. 

Additionally, the company said 
that two well-known AIDS re¬ 
searchers have agreed to join its 
Medical Advisory Board. Dr. 
Moon Lee is director of the Har- 
bor-UCLA Research and Educa¬ 
tion Institute retrovirology labora¬ 
tory and an Associate Researcher 
in Pediatric Infectious Diseases at 
UCLA’s School of Medicine; Dr. 
Peter Schick is in private practice 
as an oncology surgeon associated 
with UCLA, and is the founder of 
the Westside Research Foundation 
associated with the Harbor-UCLA 
retrovirology lab. T

who praised Norman’s courage 
and “utter integrity,” civil rights 
attorney and former LIFE Lobby 
co-chair John Duran, who quoted 
lesbian singer/songwriter Cris 
Williamson because his own 
words “seemed too limited,” and 
Elliot Johnson, Administrator of 
HIV/AIDS Services at LA Coun¬ 
ty’s 5P21 Rand Schrader Outpa¬ 
tient Clinic, who concluded his 
list of her accomplishments with 
“from me, from the County of Los 
Angeles to you, Connie, thank 
you very much.” 

Paul Daniels, the ASC’s cur¬ 
rent Public Policy Director, re¬ 
called the days when he and Nor¬ 
man were both in ACT UP/LA 
and Norman would stand up to 
challenge the leaders. “These 
were not wimpy people,” Daniels 


said. “But here was this big 
woman with wild red hair who 
would get up and go, ‘No, No, 
No.’” Norman would demand that 
all discussions include transgen¬ 
der kids and drag queens. 

“Now, no one had ever met a 
transsexual before,” he said.

Confirming the Use 
of Viral Load Tests 


by Matthew Sharp 
ACT UP/Golden Gate 
Writers' Pool 

iral load monitoring - 

using viral DNA to count 

i the amount of HIV in a 

™ person’s bloodstream - is 
rapidly being recognized as an im¬ 
portant tool in HIV/AIDS patient 
care. Recent data has confirmed 
what many doctors and re¬ 
searchers have long believed 
about the importance of this test. 

The viral load test is done by 
two methodologies: the branched 
DNA test,, made by Chiron in 
Emeryville, and the RNA Poly¬ 
merase Chain Reaction or RNA- 
PCR developed by Roche (among 
other companies). The test counts 
HIV-RNA copies in blood sam¬ 
ples through sensitive techniques. 

There is still debate about what 
the numbers mean - about what 
constitutes a “good” reading, for 
example - but it is clear that mon¬ 
itoring their rise and fall can be 
predictive and guide treatment de¬ 
cisions. Individually and in clini¬ 
cal trials, the test can show 
whether a treatment is having an 
effect on the spread of HIV. 

The PCR assay is more sensi¬ 
tive, but probably less reliable. At 
the present time the bDNA is any¬ 
where from $150-$200 retail per 
test, and the PCR is considerably 
less at $90-$ 150 retail. The two 
tests have not been compared, so 
their numbers don’t necessarily 
correlate. 

At the recent Conference on 
Retroviruses and Opportunistic 
Infections in Washington D.C., 
new viral load data confirmed 
what researchers and clinicians 
have been saying: if you can get 
the viral load down, people live 
longer. Last week stories in major 
newspapers across the country in¬ 
dicated that counting HIV-RNA 
copies in the blood may be the 
most accurate gauge of HIV dis¬ 
ease progression we have. 

Useful Test in Trials 

Prior to its current widespread 
use, the viral load was shown to be 
a useful test in clinical trials of 
anti-retroviral drugs. In a previous 
Writers’ Pool article, the AIDS 
Clinical Trials Group ddl studies 
(ACTG 116B-117) were cited, 
which showed the effectiveness of 
the test. Since then confirmations 
of the usefulness of viral load are 
coming from Pharmacia & Up- 
john’s delavirdine studies. 1,900 
patients were enrolled in two stud¬ 
ies that compared delavirdine plus 
ddl vs. ddl alone, and in the sec¬ 
ond trial, AZT vs. delavirdine. The 
studies also compared clinical out¬ 
come to the surrogate markers 
(laboratory indicators of disease 
progression), which include viral 
load. In these studies viral load did 
a better job of predicting who 
would die or develop AIDS-relat- 
ed infections than did CD4 count, 
which until now has been the stan¬ 
dard surrogate marker. Counting 
copies of viral RNA in the blood 
would seem to make more sense 
than the indirect effect of the virus 
on immune cells such as CD4s. 

One of the investigators in the 
delavirdine study. Dr. John Phair, 
stated in a press release, “These 
results suggest the threshold level 
of viral burden which, when 
reached by anti-retroviral therapy, 
may delay progression to AIDS 
illnesses and death. Physicians, 
patients, and payers will have 
more confidence that therapy 
choices are working.” 

Dr. Bill Owen, a local HIV 
physician who uses the viral load 
extensively in his practice, be¬ 
lieves “The viral load is not only

important for making treatment 
decisions, but is important to de¬ 
termine if a patient is clinically 
stable and therefore helps in mak¬ 
ing a decision not to treat them.” 

Dr. Marcus Conant, a national¬ 
ly recognized Bay Area HIV doc¬ 
tor, is taking it a step further by or¬ 
dering the PCR test in his practice. 
He states that “the technology is 
equally good for both tests; Chi¬ 
ron needs to get its second gener¬ 
ation [more sensitive] test on the 
market and make it more avail¬ 
able.” 

But Who’s Gonna Pay? 

The biggest issue regarding 
viral load is not whether it works, 
but whether people with AIDS can 
access the test. 

In mid-America viral load tests 
are simply not available, due to in¬ 
adequate laboratories. Although 
physicians can send blood sam¬ 
ples away, the cost incurred can 
add up. Dr. Aline Brown, an infec¬ 
tious disease doctor in Oklahoma 
City, doesn’t use the tests because 
of their inaccessibility. In the Bay 
Area, where tests are available, 
some HMOs like Kaiser Perma- 
nente are reluctant to pay, no mat¬ 
ter how overwhelming the evi¬ 
dence or how much the demand. 
They choose to wait until the bu¬ 
reaucratic, snail-paced FDA sanc¬ 
tions the test. (According to Co¬ 
nant, the same Kaiser wouldn’t 
pay for CD4 testing before its ap¬ 
proval in the mid-eighties.) 

Getting that FDA approval of 
this type of surrogate marker can 
be problematic. However, for the 
first time we are seeing proof in 
large trials that may speed the 
tests’ authorization. A University 
of Pittsburgh study followed 181 
patients for ten years and found in 
those with lower viral loads the 
onset of AIDS was in eight years; 
for those with higher viral loads, 
the progression to AIDS was in 
6.5 years; and in other even high- 
er.viral loads, the time to develop¬ 
ment of AIDS was 4.5 and 2.5 
years respectively. 

According to Owen, the appli¬ 
cation for the bDNA has been 
“fast tracked” by placing it in the 
“devices” category. The delavir¬ 
dine and Pittsburgh studies strong¬ 
ly confirm what is already known 
about viral load, so - barring a 
government shutdown - we may 


see approval by this summer. 
When approval comes, and mar¬ 
keting brings the costs down, 
Kaiser will have no choice but to 
pay. ▼

Combo Breakthrough?

L ast week the mainstream 
media burst out with a 
number of page-one head¬ 
lines, trumpeting a new 
combo that was “the most power¬ 
ful AIDS treatment ever.” This 
cleverly claims a superlative on 
the basis of comparison against 
currently available mediocre 
medications. The touted combo 
was, of course, one of the new 
protease inhibitors combined 
with good old AZT and the 
newish 3TC. I just don’t under¬ 
stand what makes this data 
“news,” let alone page-one news. 

Part of the tweak was that the 
combo reduced the virus to unde¬ 
tectable levels in most of the pa¬ 
tients treated. This sounds close 
to “turning seronegative,” the 
Holy Grail of many alternative 


treatments. But in fact it’s just a 
reflection of the new HIV track¬ 
ing technology, the viral load test. 
My guess is that good old AZT, 
taken by itself, could reduce the 
viral load in a “treatment naive” 
HIVer to near nothing - for a few 
months. Then the virus - unde¬ 
tectable but still present - mu¬ 
tates into a resistant form and 
recommences reproduction. 

The duration of the good re¬ 
sults is another suspicious angle. 
The viral suppression was seen to 
endure for almost six months, al¬ 
though the scientists caution that 
it remains to be seen how much 
longer the benefit will last. 

The problem is that it really 
doesn’t remain to be seen. Pilot 
studies, lab studies, and smaller 
clinical trials all strongly suggest 
that after six months, or maybe a 
year, the protease inhibitor effect 


fades due to the development of 
drug-resistant strains. This was 
known a good two years ago. 

The hope is that the three-way 
combo will slow the development 
of resistance. And it does seem 
to, perhaps by several months. Is 
this a significant advance? Un¬ 
doubtedly. Is it a “break¬ 
through?” Definitely not. Is it 
page-one news?. Apparently, but 
it’s not clear why. 


One Year 

The most disappointing thing 
about the whole flap is the rather 
limited value of the therapy 
they’re offering. The three-way, 
protease and reverse-transcriptase 
combo is designed to do what 
good old AZT was supposed to do 
by itself: block viral reproduction. 
This antiviral strategy fails to ei¬ 
ther completely eliminate HIV or 
to undo its devastation of the im¬ 
mune system. The best it can hope 
to do is stop further degeneration. 
And it only does this until resis¬ 
tant strains develop. 

Combining antivirals seems to 
slow the development of resistant 
strains. HIV develops resistance 
to AZT in about six months and 
to protease inhibitors in six 
months to a year. Combos of the 
two different brands of antivirals 
seem to postpone resistance until 
well into the second year of treat¬ 
ment. But this is just a gain of a 
year, on the average. A year of 
life is no small reward, but it’s so 
far from a cure that it’s painful. 

In fact, the whole antiviral 
strategy seems to be maxing out. 
They’re effective in that they 
save some lives or at least delay

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some deaths. They’re most effec¬ 
tive in making profits, however. 
The over-the-counter cost of the 
three recently headlined antivi¬ 
rals is probably around $20,000 a 
year. This means that only the 
wealthiest nations can afford it; 
Africa, Asia, Eastern Europe, and 
Central and South America are 
out of luck. 

And what are we lucky, 
wealthy ones paying out the big 
bucks for? A couple of years of 
“bounce.” If that. After all, AZT 
flunked its survivability trial, and 
patients getting that antiviral did¬ 
n’t outlive those on placebo. 
They did report a “better quality 
of life” than the controls, but this 
is a far weaker indicator. 

The anti-antiviralists, who 
refuse to take any of the alphabet 
soup of HIV-targeting drugs, in¬ 
stead focusing on prophylaxis for 
various opportunistic infections, 
do almost as well as HIV main- 
streamers. Unless, of course, they 
get some weird nervous system 
infection. And the value of an an¬ 
tiviral will vary from person to 
person. One person may be able 
to choke down huge doses with¬ 
out trouble, while another re¬ 
sponds to even a small amount 
with nausea, peripheral neuropa¬ 
thy, and maybe an exploding pan¬ 
creas or liver. 


Shaky Ground 

The recent profusion of antivi¬ 
rals does open up some limited 
flexibility. If you can’t take AZT, 
you can try D4T (the only other 
antiviral that crosses the blood 
brain barrier). If ddl makes you 
sick, you can try ddC. If you can 
handle anything at all, you may 
as well take 3TC, which doesn’t 
seem to do much by itself but ap¬ 
parently makes it harder for HIV 
to develop resistance to your 
other antivirals. And now there’s 
a whole wave of protease in¬ 
hibitors, one from each major 
pharmaceutical corporation, tear¬ 
ing down the pike. One has al¬ 
ready been approved (and now 
that I think of it, the PR flacks 
pushing it are probably behind 
these recent page-one headlines); 
another will probably be on the 
market within a few months. 

But the sad fact is that a whole 
complex combo only succeeds in 


doing what AZT did in its first six 
months. You can prolong the 
“bounce,” using viral load tests to 
judge when to jump to new an¬ 
tivirals. However, you can’t real¬ 
ly interrupt the basic course of 
the disease. 

There are some treatments that 
offer to do just that, generally 
falling under the “immune 
restoration” category. These, un¬ 
fortunately, tend to be even more 
expensive and experimental. 
Human Growth Hormone, which 
saved my life and put over 20 lbs. 
on my wasted frame in a month, 
costs $150 a day. Thank you, 
MediCal, for paying for it, and 
thank you ACT UP/Golden Gate 
for making them pay for it. 

Clearly, this costs too much to 
be widely used, but it does offer 
some hope for future research. 
Why keep pushing the antivirals, 
which at their best don’t even 
come close to a “cure,” instead of 
looking at forms of immune 
restoration? 

There are a number of rea¬ 
sons. The channel of antiviral re¬ 
search is well-mapped, from 
early pre-lab studies all the way 
through to licensing and market¬ 
ing. It’s very expensive to launch 
an antiviral, so much so that only 
a half-dozen corporations can 
even consider it. But, done ac¬ 
cording to formula, it’s pretty 
much a guaranteed profit. 

Immune restoration is on 
much shakier ground on which to 
reap a profit. It’s not clear if cer¬ 
tain neurotransmitters and hor¬ 
mones can be patented, like some 
nice lab-grown chemical. It re¬ 
quires a lot of work on the im¬ 
mune system, a horribly messy 
realm with poorly marked turf. 
Unlike most of the currently 
available or soon to be available 
antivirals, none of the immune 
restoration therapies has demon¬ 
strated an ability to make a profit 
(though Serono’s Growth Hor¬ 
mone, at $150 a shot, should soon 
do just that). 

So the mainstream continues 
to force out the occasional burst 
of enthusiasm for the traditional, 
profitable forms of AIDS treat¬ 
ments. But the truly promising 
therapies await the day when they 
offer, not hope to PWAs, but 
profit to pharmaceutical corpora¬ 
tions. ▼

community advisory panel to help 
the site’s editors and reviewers in 
selecting and posting information 
of greatest relevance and use to 
consumers.

“At this time, the amount of mate¬ 
rial available makes it necessary 
to help those who need it find the 
best information as efficiently as 
possible. The JAMA HIV/AIDS 
Web site promises much in both 
regards and will prove to be an es¬ 
sential tool of AIDS care and re¬ 
search.” 

Features now active on the Web 
site include Journal Scan, a review 
of major HIV/AIDS articles re¬ 
cently published in the world’s sci¬ 
entific journals, as selected by 
members of the editorial review 


panel; the JAMA/Archives Li¬ 
brary, a full-text, peer-reviewed 
collection of HIV/AIDS papers 
published in the AMA’s scientific 
journals over the past two years; 
and Newsline, daily updates from a 
number of sources, including 
Reuters Health Information Ser¬ 
vices, the Centers for Disease Con¬ 
trol and Prevention, and a soon-to- 
be-added “cyberjournalist” spe¬ 
cializing in HIV/AIDS coverage. 

Other features provide users 
with Practice Guidelines, a peer- 
reviewed collection of clinical 
protocols for HIV/AIDS and relat¬ 
ed conditions; Patient Informa¬ 
tion, basic answers to frequently 
asked questions about the epidem¬ 
ic; Training Center, information 
on how physicians and other 
health care professionals can be¬ 
come better trained to deal with 
HIV/AIDS; Global Link, a one- 
stop listing of selected links to in¬ 
ternational HIV/AIDS Web sites;

The Law of Enclosures by Dale 
Peck; Farrar Straus Giroux, $23 

R eaders restless for a fresh 
orgy of emotional laceration 
need wait no longer. Dale 
Peck, the gifted young author of 
Martin and John, is back in print 
with The Law of Enclosures. This 
time the victims are Hank and Bea, 
supposedly the parents of the 
eponymous John of Peck’s first 
novel. (I say “supposedly” because 
the only details that bind that John 
to these parents are the accidents of 
name and sex.) The Law of Enclo¬ 
sures restates the dual theme of 
Martin and John — the mortal dis¬ 
integration of love — but transpos¬ 
es its intensity into a more languid, 
heterosexual key. The bitter bleak¬ 
ness remains the same. 

The main difference between 
the twb novels is that the bits of au¬ 
tobiography implicit in the first are 
made explicit in the second. In 
fact, the structural peculiarity of 
The Law of Enclosures may be its 
most interesting feature. The sad 
story of Hank and Bea’s marriage 
sandwiches the sad story of Dale 
Peck’s childhood: in the center of 
the novel Peck has inserted his 
“Lamentations,” a scathing mem¬ 
oir of his dead mother, his three 
stepmothers, and, most pointedly, 
his father. 

One may doubt the wisdom of 
this decision. This center section is 
by far the rawest, most powerful 
writing in the book — the molten 
core that turns the rest to crust. 
Next to the seared white flesh of 
their creator, Hank and Bea dim 
like twin traces of an earlier an¬ 
guish, just two grim shadows 
etched by the atomic blast. 

There are other problems. One 
is the stereoscopic lens through

Polly’s favorite Bud¬ 
dhist quotation book offered the 
following words of wisdom on her 
deeply regretted lapse of judg¬ 
ment: “Happiness comes when 
your work and words are of bene¬ 
fit to yourself and others.” And, on 
a more ominous note: “Karma 
means you don’t get away with 
anything.” 

t the Big Apple’s neo-con 
NYPress, letters were fly¬ 
ing last week as outraged 
^ gays and bemused hets 
responded to Zach Parsi’s cover 
story about how all of New York is 
going queer. We found one letter 
especially amusing: “All of New 
York City will not be gay soon, 
but all of Parsi will. His article had 
all the hallmarks of a closeted gay 
man desperately trying to keep his 
self-loathing from emerging by 
transferring it onto someone else 
— in this case an entire city. Parsi 
is just another bottom waiting to 
happen.”

suspect as an explanation of artis¬ 
tic choices, Scorsese has been so 
vocal about his early years that 
they must be considered when try¬ 
ing to make sense of the man’s 
work. Scorsese was bom in 1942 
and raised a strict Catholic in the 
Ne,w York Italian ghettoes of 
Queens and Little Italy. Asthmatic 
and puny, he was a natural target 
for neighborhood bullies. He de¬ 
fended himself with a native wit 
and by aggressively lashing out. 
The bullies became the petty 
Mafiosi who bled the neighbor¬ 
hood, but, as ugly as it was, the 
seemingly glamorous life they led 
— a whirlwind of violence, 
money, drugs, and girls — made a 
profound impression on Scorsese. 
In the films, the director’s fascina¬ 
tion for this lifestyle finds expres¬ 
sion in the use of hypermasculine 
locales — the pool hall, the box¬ 
ing ring — places the undersized 
Scorsese would not have been 
able to penetrate in real life. 
Movies, which were an early ob¬ 
session on a par with religion, 
would open doors that his 
Catholic upbringing and frail con¬ 
stitution kept closed. 

Wants to belong 

Scorsese’s first major, main¬ 
stream feature was Mean Streets 
(1973). Here, in fully developed 
form, are all the elements that 
viewers have learned to associate 
with the director: a gritty, incisive 
visual style, with touches of 
verite; passionate male cama¬ 
raderie that veers into self-pity 
and self-destruction; women who 
threaten that male camaraderie; 
and a permeating Catholicism that 
torments the characters even as it 
offers a means of escape. 

The film is set in Little Italy. 
Charlie Cappa (Harvey Keitel) is a 
Mafia errand boy who, though he 
is protected by family connections 
and his girlfriend Teresa (Amy 
Robinson), is tormented by reli¬ 
gious guilt. His best friend Johnny 
Boy (Robert De Niro) is in many 
ways his opposite — relaxed, un¬ 
attached, unprincipled. The story 
explores the extended loose-knit 
family of young urban men who 
casually brawl, obsess over and 
betray each other. 

To some degree, Mean Streets 
is Scorsese’s fantasy about the 
pleasures of belonging to “the 
boys’ club,” of being an insider, 
which seems obvious when John¬ 
ny Boy walks into the club in his 
underwear. The freedom Scors¬ 
ese’s street thugs seek can only be 
found in such places, surrounded 
by other men. The easily available 
women are a lure — Johnny Boy 
effortlessly picks up two Jewish 
girls, but they’re treated more like 
irrelevant commodities than 
human beings.

to film buffs by focusing attention 
on forgotten works by cinema’s 
past masters, Michael Powell 
{Peeping Tom) among them. 

Hence, it’s somehow surpris¬ 
ing that now, in 1996, Scorsese’s 
work is showing signs of age. As 
personal as his projects have been 
— and no director has been more 
autobiographical — the films are 
often so tied to the era that pro¬ 
duced them that they’ve lost some 
of their luster. A film like Taxi 
Driver, which once seemed so 
vigorous in detailing an apocalyp¬ 
tic, post-Vietnam America, now 
appears less resonant. Part of this 
may have less to do with Scorsese 
than with history, as reality has to 
some extent caught up with and 
surpassed his grim vision. Now 
when we gaze upon mohawked 
Travis Bickle, the self-described 
“God’s lonely man,” he pales by 
comparison to today’s real-life 
terrors. And there are other Scors¬ 
ese characters, like Jake LaMotta 
or Jimmy Doyle, who lack so 
many human characteristics — 
irony, introspection, humor, a ca¬ 
pacity for change — that Scors¬ 
ese’s single-minded focus on 
them threatens to capsize the nar¬ 
rative structures built around 
them. 

A deeper problem becomes 
clear when viewing his films as a 
whole. Scorsese’s work is an ex¬ 
tended onscreen autobiography, 
especially in films like Mean 
Streets, Taxi Driver, Raging Bull 
and Goodfellas. His is a narrow, 
extremely conflicted view of un¬ 
stable, even pathological male dri¬ 
ves, religious fanaticism, and a 
phobic view of sexuality and 
women. This psychological world 
is brilliantly detailed in the films 
themselves. 

While autobiography is rightly 


level as coded homosexual trysts. 
In The Last Temptation of Christ 
(1988) the major relationship is 
between Christ (Willem Dafoe) 
and Judas (Harvey Keitel), even 
though Christ is constantly strug¬ 
gling with his lust for women. In 
one scene, Judas sounds like a 
spurned lover: “You broke my 
heart... you took me in your arms 
and betrayed me ... I loved you so 
much!”

Rebecca Miller's First Film Fizzles 

Still Birth

I riter/director Rebecca 
f Miller’s first film, An¬ 
gela, is a peculiar and 
exceedingly slow tale 
ot two young siblings with a 
manic-depressive mother and a fa¬ 
ther who can barely cope with his 
parental responsibilities. Poor and 
isolated, the children inhabit a 
fantasy world of their own where 
they try to take responsibility for 
their mother’s declining mental 
health - with disastrous conse¬ 
quences. In spite of this promising 
premise, the film’s potential re¬ 
mains unfulfilled due to leaden 
pacing and a script that fails to ad¬ 
equately develop the characters. 

Elbe, the younger sibling, is 
nicely played as a true innocent by 
Charlotte Blythe. But in the piv¬ 
otal title role, Miranda Stuart 
Rhyne fails to render a believable

sex. The rottenness of Travis 
Bickle’s world is explicitly con¬ 
nected with sleazy porno the¬ 
atres, whores, pimps and unob¬ 
tainable “angelic” virgins (Cybill 
Shepherd). No attempt is made to 
look at larger social forces — 
e.g., the destruction of communi¬ 
ty by corporate capitalism — as a 
more reliable source for Bickle’s 
problems. The film, written by 
Scorsese’s frequent collaborator 
and fellow religioso Paul Schrad¬ 
er, unequivocally suggests vio¬ 
lence as the solution to psychic 
maladjustment, and Bickle gets 
to “come” only once, after 
killing a rather pathetic group of 
social cast-offs. This makes Taxi 
Driver the hip equivalent of 
Death Wish and other vigilante 
epics. Like many of Scorsese’s 
male characters, Bickle is made 
so unappealing that it’s hard to 
see Scorsese’s dire apocalyptic 
landscape as anything but the 
pathological fantasies of an un¬ 
balanced mind. 

Scorsese’s only woman-cen¬ 
tered film is Alice Doesn’t Live 
Here Anymore (1974), which the 
director appears to have made be¬ 
cause he was so frequently criti¬ 
cized at the time for not knowing 
how to direct women. But Alice 
was controlled as much by star 
Ellen Burstyn as by Scorsese. 
Burstyn remembers it as the di¬ 
rector’s most unhappy film expe¬ 
rience. It isn’t so much that Scors¬ 
ese “couldn’t direct women,” she 
revealed in an interview at the 
time of the film’s release, but 
rather that he rarely makes them 
more than aggravating obstacles 
to his male characters and reposi¬ 
tories for their psychic miseries 
and sexual inadequacies. 

After the fussy period piece 
The Age of Innocence (1993), 
Scorsese returned to familiar ter¬ 
ritory with 1995’s Casino, which 
sensuously evokes another of the 
director’s worlds of petty gang¬ 
sters who fight their way to the 
top, and a gorgeous moll (Sharon 
Stone) who fights her way to the 
bottom. Casino shows the direc¬ 
tor in complete command of his 
material, with dazzling framing 
and editing and his trademark 
prowling camera movements. 
Whether such material is still 
worth “commanding” is increas¬ 
ingly open to question. ▼

characterization. Her Angela is 
flat and monotonous. Rhyne al¬ 
ways seems to be acting, some¬ 
thing that is only highlighted by 
Blythe’s completely natural screen 
presence. Anna Thomson and 
John Ventimiglia, as the parents, 
do their best to create the dysfunc¬ 
tional ambiance that gives rise to 
the delusional behavior of the 
children, but these actors are not 
helped by sketchy dialogue punc¬ 
tuated by long, meaningless paus¬ 
es. 

It would seem that Miller in¬ 
tends the imaginary world of the 
children to be heavy with mystical 
significance. There are scenes in a 
church, baptisms in a river, and 
figures who represent angels, the 
devil, and “the virgin.” But An¬ 
gela, with her flat affect and 
bizarre domination of young Elbe, 
seems more like the bad seed than 
a lost and tormented innocent 
caught up in an imaginary world. 
And the presence of the mystical 
visitors neither advances the plot 
nor reveals anything about the 
main characters. As both writer 


and director, Rebecca Miller 
seems out of her element. 

This is Miller’s first film, and 
some allowances must be made 
for inexperience. But it doesn’t 
take a Scorsese to keep the boom 
out of a shot, and in one scene by 
the railroad tracks, Miller fails at 
even this fundamental task. It 
seems highly unlikely that this 
film would have been made at all 
if it weren’t for the fact that Miller 
is the daughter of playwright 
Arthur Miller and photographer 
Inge Morath’. To her credit, Miller 
has employed talented cinematog¬ 
rapher Ellen Kuras, who provides 
some exceedingly beautiful im¬ 
ages. Last year, Kuras did equally 
spectacular work for Douglas 
Keeve’s documentary. Unzipped. 
Although Kuras seems destined to 
have a successful film career, 
writer/director Miller may want to 
rethink her options. T

Village of the Dutch

A **" 8 * s every feminist knows, 
it’s a lot easier to decon¬ 
struct patriarchal arche¬ 
types than it is to come up 
with an icon of your own. Dutch 
writer/director Marleen Gorris — 
whose 1982 Question of Silence is 
a man-hater’s cult classic — has 
wrought an epic about a monolith¬ 
ic matriarch named Antonia and 
three generations of female off¬ 
spring called Antonia’s Line. Too 
bad the film isn’t as satisfying as 
Antonia’s smile signals viewers 
her life has been. 

Early warning signs abound. In 
the first shot, the dawn’s early 
light falling across the old 
woman’s bed just lies there, look¬ 
ing flat and artificial — the har¬ 
binger of slapdash treatment to 
come. The declarative sentences 
of the narrative voice-over com¬ 
mence. (They will stay with us till 
the bitter end, getting in the way 
of the action.) This is Antonia’s 
last day on earth. She not only ac¬ 
cepts her death; she wills it. That’s 
the kind of role model she is. 

Nobody likes to trash a matri¬ 
arch. And Willeke van Ammel- 
rooy as Antonia is a strapping big 
woman who’s utterly believable, 
whether she’s mending fences or 
stalking her granddaughter’s 
rapist with a rifle. And Goddess 
knows, better Antonia than no one 
at all. But couldn’t the film accord 
her some nuance? A doubt? Some 
vulnerability? A flaw? Some hu¬ 
manity? 

The intimate opening shots of 
the octogenarian rising from her 
bed are followed by a portentous 
tracking shot down the hall. That’s 
where the monster string section 
comes in, totally overwhelming 
the simple farm interior. No pass¬ 
ing boom box ever provided more 
unwanted accompaniment, but the 


threat thus established will be car¬ 
ried out: no gesture in this film is 
given its quotidian weight, all are 
syrupped over with cinematic sig- 
nifiers. 

A close-up of Antonia’s face 
framed by a window pane reveals 
the seams of her old-age make-up, 
as what looked like A Day in the 
Life of becomes A Life in the Day 
of Quick as a wink, we’re whisked 
back to the same village, post 
World War II. Gone is the gray 
hair, as a suitcase-wielding Anto¬ 
nia returns from Who Knows 
Where to bury her mother. With 
her is her own adult daughter — 
who looks nothing like her and 
with whom she will never estab¬ 
lish a convincing onscreen rapport. 

Maybe this is what in pre-fem¬ 
inist times was referred to as a 
woman’s picture. Although Earth 
Mother Antonia is an unlikely 
Hollywood archetype, she has that 
same Earth Mover quality that 
drove the great camp classics (this 


isn’t one of them). Nothing much 
ever happens to her, but like a 
Dutch Mother Courage, Antonia is 
the force of nature that makes life 
possible. So, for an hour and 
three-quarters we sit and watch 
while her daughter has a daughter, 
and then she grows up and has a 
daughter, and then Antonia de¬ 
cides it’s time to die, and that’s the 
end of the film. 

Farmyards, icons 

In the meantime, many things 
happen. Some funny; some sad. 
Some great moments lie buried 
amidst the mulch, but no dramatic 
tension links them, and no rhythm 
sustains us as we sit and wait for 
Antonia to get as old as she was to 
start with. One farmyard incident 
follows another, usually involving 
pregnancy. (There are often sever¬ 
al babies in the same shot — but 
then, this is farm life.) All told, 
that’s 105 minutes’ worth of 50

Angels and Insects 

Lords of the Flies

T he Victorian era — and anything that resem¬ 
bles it in the confused public mind — has 
always been a popular movie subject, but 
never more than in the last few years. Peri¬ 
od melodramas centered on sexual repression have 
flooded theaters and the airwaves, with even major 
directors like Martin Scorsese succumbing to the 
trend (1993’s Age of Innocence). This longing for 
Victoriana is little more than an attempt to recall an 
era of gentility and civilized discourse, clearly 
drawn class systems, predictable gender roles, and 
“reliable” sexual mores that are broken only by the 
occasional renegade. 

Philip Haas’ dark melodrama Angels and In¬ 
sects, adapted from A.S. Bryant’s novella Morpho 
Eugenia, is set in England in the 1860s, a time 
when religious and class values were increasingly 
called into question by the work of Charles Dar¬ 
win. The film opens with a feverish native dance 
performed by a strikingly painted Amazonian tribe. 
This brief image, with its invitation to the thrills of 
sensuality, hints at the breaking of the bonds of re¬ 
pression — sexual and philosophical — that both 
threatens and enthralls the characters. 

William Adamson (Mark Rylance) is a natural¬ 
ist who returns to England after 10 years in the 
Amazon jungle. All his research is for naught, as 
his carefully recorded data is destroyed in a ship¬ 
wreck. This doesn’t prevent Reverend Harald Al¬ 
abaster from hiring him to organize his vast insect 
collection. The Reverend’s home is a hotbed of 
neurosis that proves disturbing to William — his 
daughter Eugenia (Patsy Kensit) is alternately cold 
and hysterical, and his son Edgar (Douglas Hen- 
shall), when he isn’t busy raping the servants, 
makes William’s life hell by humiliating him be¬ 
cause of his common background. 

William courts and marries Eugenia, and they 


quickly have five children, none of whom bears 
any resemblance to him. He retreats into studying 
the local ant colonies with Matty (Kristin Scott 
Thomas), a poor relation whose cool intelligence 
attracts William. They form an artistic alliance that 
offers him escape from his own “poor relation” sta¬ 
tus. The film ends with a revelation that won’t sur¬ 
prise careful viewers. 

Hawk moths and hard-ons 

The suffocating status quo is everywhere in ev¬ 
idence, and the least threat to it brings on chaos. 
During a dinner conversation, William and Harald 
discuss Darwin, a name that causes Eugenia to spill

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Terry Baum's Two Fools 

Self-Portrait With Lover

T erry Baum has written a 
bright yet tender comedy 
about the perils of an inter¬ 
national, interracial dyke 
relationship that is complicated by 
one woman being an obsessively 
self-referential note-taker. The 
quasi-autobiographical Two Fools 
(a reference to Baum’s earlier One 
Fool ) follows white San Francis¬ 
can Gracie and Costa Rican Luna 
from their meeting at the Clit Club 
in Amsterdam, through their vaca¬ 
tion on the Isle of Lesbos, to their 
life together in San Francisco. 
Blancett Reynolds plays Gracie (a 
transparent stand-in for Baum) 
with unfailing charm and energy. 
It’s no easy task performing the 
part of a playwright, when the 
playwright herself is directing and 
is as much a performer as she is 
writer. The undaunted Reynolds 
pulls it off with aplomb. She does¬ 
n’t exactly impersonate Baum, but 
there is some physical resem¬ 
blance or psychic similarity that 
makes it seem like you’re seeing 
the original — not the woman 
who wrote the play, but the one on 
whom the story is based. 

Reynolds isn’t as zany as I 
imagine Baum would have been in 
the part; she’s more reined-in; her 
transitions are smoother. More 
actor than performer, her authority 
is text-based rather than existen¬ 
tial: she has to sublimate her per¬ 
sona in order to execute the de¬ 
mands of the script — and they 
are considerable. 

Gracie is the locus of the play; 
her ubiquitous black-and-white 
marbleized composition books are 
a kind of time machine transport¬ 
ing us back and forth from the im¬ 
mediacy of the performance to 
those moments in the past when 
Gracie was taking the notes that 
would some day become the play 
we’re watching. 

Past, present and future co¬ 
exist in Two Fools. Even as Gra¬ 
cie is living something, she’s 
imagining its being performed at 
some future date. And even as 
Blancett Reynolds performs for 
us in the here and now, she is only 
a temporal marker for the herstor- 
ical Gracie, who pre-dated and 
predicted her. 

Technically, this melange of 
time frames translates into lots of 
asides to the audience, as Gracie 
pops in and out of time, through a

years in a small Dutch village 
painted in the broadest strokes 
imaginable. Forget Vermeer — 
this is Frans Hals. 

There’s the Village Idiot and 
the Retarded Rape Victim, both of 
whom find love and inclusion 
under Antonia’s roof. The above- 
mentioned daughter becomes a 
Single Lesbian Mom and hooks 
up with the local School Marm. 
(There are no gay guys.) There’s 
the Twisted Rapist, who works off 
the world’s evil male karma by 
being successively pitchforked, 
beaten, and finally drowned in a 
trough by his own brother. (These 
sporadic forays into anti-male vio¬ 
lence constitute the film’s high 
points.) There’s the Avuncular In¬ 
tellectual who schools Antonia’s 
brood in the nihilistic arts before 
hanging himself. There’s even 
someone called the Mad Madon¬ 
na, who is only ever shown howl¬ 
ing at the moon out of her window 
— a strangely dismissive treat¬ 
ment for a neo-feminist icon. 

A director with an eye for de¬ 
tail might have leavened these sto- 
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Catherine Castellanos and Blancett Reynolds in Two Foots. 


of thin air, etc.) Stylistic conven¬ 
tions need to be established so that, 
for example, when the onstage 
phone rings, we in the audience 
(and not just the actors) hear it. 

Such inconsistencies may well 
work themselves out during the 
four-week run. As it is, playwright 
Baum has delivered an unusually 
sophisticated treatment of a les¬ 
bian relationship, which director 
Baum has crafted into a well¬ 
paced, entertaining evening. 
Reynolds and Castellanos are en¬ 


gaging and believable as the star- 
crossed, cross-cultural lovers. I 
can’t wait to see the movie. ▼

ates as flashbacks connected by 
narrative bridges. 

The Other in the play is Luna: 
the beloved, the comparatively 
dark-skinned, the non-writer. 
Luna the lover and/or Luna the 
Muse never exist outside the con¬ 
text of Gracie’s consciousness — 
of the two women’s one-on-one 
relationship — of the scenes they 
improvised in what Luna thought 
was real life, but Gracie knew was 
only a rehearsal for an eventual 
performance. 

Focusing on Gracie’s need to 
transform experience into art. Two 
Fools doesn’t let Luna take off and 
just be herself. We only get 
glimpses of what it is about her that 
Gracie so adores. Nonetheless, 
Luna the woman does get to com¬ 
plain about her mutation into Luna 
the icon. Bringing considerable 
warmth to the part of Gracie’s sub¬ 
jective prisoner, Catherine Castel¬ 
lanos does her best to rattle the bars 
of her particular romantic cage. 

Terrific humanity 

Beyond the specifics of race, 
nationality and artistic compul¬ 
sion, viewers will recognize in 
Two Fools many of the problems 
endemic to lesbian relationships, 
nay, perhaps to all love relation¬ 
ships. If Baum doesn’t go to the 
lower depths of emotional intima¬ 
cy, neither does she pretty-up the 
rough edges of what she observes 
closer to the surface. 

The problem of Self and Other 
— the need to collect and control 


rybook figures with some life-giv¬ 
ing bacteria. Unfortunately, Gorris 
directed her own script. The same 
programmatic approach that made 
the salesman’s murder by women 
shoppers in A Question of Silence 
such a shocker here reduces the 
village people to generalized 
stand-ins for what could have 
been individualized characters. 
But then, you can’t make epic po¬ 
etry out of a party line. 

The Nederland’s official Oscar 
entry for 1996, Antonia’s Line is 
infinitely more bearable than the 
German contender, Brother of 
Sleep, a demonic depiction of life 
in a 19th-century Bavarian vil¬ 
lage. What is it with the Euro¬ 
peans these days? Is this the filmic 
fall-out from the rise of the Right 
— backward-looking sagas about 
the life of the tribe? If I have to 
get nostalgic about a country I 
didn’t grow up in. I’ll take Jeanne 
Moreau’s transcendentally lyric 
L’Adolescente (1979), with Si¬ 
mone Signoret as the matriarch. 
At least it was beautiful. ▼

A Nation Revealed

|H n recent years, the standing 
ovation has become mean- 
ingless. It is guaranteed to 
V. any aging Thespian with 
name recognition willing to tour 
the provinces with the 27th pro¬ 


duction of some hoary old Broad¬ 
way chestnut. But playwright/ac¬ 
tress Anna Deavere Smith is little 
known outside theatrical circles. 
When the audience rises at the end 
of Twilight: Los Angeles, 1992, 
the customary ovation seems a 
sincere but grossly inadequate re¬ 
flection of this artist’s extraordi¬ 
nary accomplishment. 

Twilight: Los Angeles, 1992 
won an Obie award and two Tony 
nominations (Best Play and Best 
Actress). Berkeley Rep now 
brings the work to San Francisco’s 
Marines Memorial Theatre under 
the direction of Sharon Ott. Alone 
on stage, Anna Deavere Smith 
portrays 40 individuals of various 
races, ages, and genders, each in a 
completely convincing manner. 
Smith’s credibility factor is great¬ 
ly enhanced by the fact that all her 
material comes from verbatim in¬ 
terviews she conducted with the 
real-life individuals that populate 
her play. The structural center- 
piece of the work is the Los Ange¬ 
les riot that followed the verdict in 
the Rodney King beating trial of 
1992. All of Smith’s characters re¬ 
flect on the events surrounding 
this social upheaval, and their ob¬ 
servations reflect the full range of 
human emotional and intellectual 
responses. 

As a playwright. Smith has 
succeeded in bringing an incredi¬ 
ble balance to this project. The 
play is subtitled “On the Road: A 
Search for American Character” 
and, to her credit. Smith has wise¬ 
ly avoided the sort of overt editor¬ 
ial commentary that might dilute 
or distort the insights and personal

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prejudices of her subjects. There 
are no good guys and no bad guys, 
just human beings reporting their 
own rage, grief, loss, and guilt. 

At the opening of Act II, Cor¬ 
nel West, an African-American 
scholar, offers a brilliant soliloquy 
that Smith entitles 

“Chekhov/Coltrane.” This charac¬ 
ter, perhaps more than any of 
Smith’s characters, best epito¬ 
mizes the kind of empathetic un¬ 
derstanding and intellectual de¬ 
tachment that gives him keen crit¬ 
ical insight. West reasons by anal¬ 
ogy, drawing parallels between 
the works of artists past and pre¬ 
sent to crystallize universal 
themes and images that typify race 
relations in our country. 

In direct contrast, Smith offers 
other characters whose personal 
gain or loss overwhelms their abil¬ 
ity to detach from their circum¬ 
stances. Most notably, and most 
enjoyably, Smith regales us with 
the over-the-top words of Elaine 
Young, a Beverly Hills real estate 
agent, and Katie Miller, the 
African-American bookkeeper for 
a Pep Boys store in South Central. 
Young, with her rhinestone glass¬ 
es and cosmetic surgery, regales 
us with the perspective of the riots 
from the point of view of those 
who took refuge in the Beverly 
Hills Hotel, while Miller serves as 
a homegirl cheerleader for those 
who looted and robbed. 

An even more detached point 
of view is evident from the words 
of Reginald Denny (the white 
truck driver who was dragged 
from his truck and beaten) and 
Shelby Coffey, an editor at the Los

ceives from the newspaper’s 
stringer in Beirut, who wants to 
know if everyone is okay. 

Los Angeles policemen, Kore¬ 
an grocers, Hispanic neighbors, 
Darryl Gates, and even soprano 
Jessye Norman all take their turn 
trying to make sense of seemingly 
irrational behavior. But some of 
the most telling dialogue comes 
from two jurors — one from the 
criminal trial that acquitted the 
Los Angeles police officers who 
beat Rodney King, and another 
from the civil trial that convicted 
two of the same officers. These 
two individuals, responsible for 
the delivery of justice, amaze and 
entertain with their colorful illus¬ 
trations of human frailty in the 
face of tremendous social respon¬ 
sibility. 

Smith’s great asset as an ac¬ 
tress is her ability to glide from 
one character to the next in a 
seamless manner, replicating indi¬ 
vidual speech patterns and person¬ 
al posturing without turning her 
characterizations into parodies. 
And her strength as a playwright 
is evidenced by her ability to col¬ 
lect these words and string them 
together in a coherent and theatri¬ 
cally valid presentation. Aided by 
only a few costume accessories 
and a variety of chairs and tables, 
she takes the audience into living 
rooms, offices, and bedrooms with 
authority and ease. 

Twilight: Los Angeles, 1992 is 
not just about the Los Angeles 
riots. It is a transcendent work that 
will provoke both thought and dis¬ 
comfort for any American audi¬ 
ence. The theater’s “fourth wall” 
is the saving grace that allows us 
to experience the intensity of this 
work without being blown out of 
the theater. Smith has created a 
riveting work that captures our na¬ 
tion on the edge of a precipice. 
Will we pass through the twilight 
and back into the light, or will we 
plunge ourselves into darkness? 
This is a question the playwright 
leaves unanswered — and one the 
audience will be forced to ponder 
long after the curtain falls. T

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First West Coast Cabaret Convention Is Big Success 


Cabaret: Not Just for the 
Overwrought and Over-the-Hill

abaret is a label that en- 
;V compasses everything 
l|k gS from show tunes to pop to 
' - jazz to blues, and just as 
the label encompasses so many 
divergent styles, the songs that 
waft through smoky nightclubs or 
glint off hard-to-find CDs encom¬ 
pass the richness of the human ex¬ 
perience in all its humor and ro¬ 
mance. 

Those who think they know 
what alternative music is should 
think again. Rock band R.E.M. 
used to be called alternative, but 
now they fill stadiums, and the 
label “alternative rock” has be¬ 
come synonymous with main¬ 
stream success. No, the real alter¬ 
native in music involves what has 
come to be known as “The Great 
American Songbook,” that is, 
classic tunes penned by the likes 
of Cole Porter, Rodgers and Hart, 
Noel Coward, Irving Berlin and 
Harold Arlen. These great works 
are kept alive primarily through 
the voices of cabaret, this coun¬ 
try’s truly alternative musical 
form. 

Though the rewards of cabaret 
are many, it is an art form hard to 
come by in the mid-’90s, especial¬ 
ly in San Francisco. But Donald 
Smith and the Mabel Mercer 
Foundation, of which Smith is ex¬ 
ecutive director, changed all that 
last week with their first-ever 
West Coast Cabaret Convention. 

Throughout the year, cabaret is 
like a charity that cries out for the 
support of its patrons and has a 
hard time reaching even its most 
enthusiastic denizens. But judging 
from the buoyant success of the 
Cabaret Convention — sold-out 
houses, manic fans, lionized 
artists — this fragile, endangered 
art form seems far from breathing 
its last breath. 

A revered institution for the 
past five years. New York’s Annu¬ 
al Cabaret Convention has played 
host to the finest the medium has 
to offer, and during that time, 
Smith, the Convention’s creator, 
has wanted to start % West Coast 
version of the event — but in San 
Francisco, not Los Angeles (al¬ 
ways a wise choicej.The ovations, 
the brisk CD sales and the re¬ 
newed interest in hearing well- 
performed songs sung in intimate, 
captivating ways proved that 
Smith’s dedication to his vision 
paid off. For nine days, venues in 
Marin and SF — from the Plush 
Room in the York Hotel to the 
Larkspur Theatre Cafe — were 
filled with devotees starved for 
cabaret, and for nine days, we 
consumed it all with rapturous de¬ 
light. 

San Francisco cabaret stars 
went head-to-head with the best 
New York has to offer and 
emerged victorious. At the Con¬ 
vention’s opening night gala 
showcase, brassy Sharon McNight 
and Beach Blanket Babylon diva 
Val Diamond shared the stage 
with cabaret legends Julie Wilson 
and Margaret Whiting and held 
their own. Everyone who is any¬ 
one in cabaret appeared either dur¬ 
ing the week or at the opening and 
closing night bookend galas. 
Michael Feinstein, Amanda McB- 
room and Andrea Marcovicci 
joined forces with local talents 
Meg Mackay, Clark Sterling, 
Joseph Lustig and Samantha 
Samuels to create a full range of 
cabaret’s boldest and best acts. 

New talent 

The Convention also show¬ 
cased up-and-coming talent. Jeff 


Love Go.” Convention buzz had it 
that Barbra Streisand will record a 
Callaway original on her next 
album, which may be the push the 
talented Callaway needs to find 
the big audience she so richly de¬ 
serves. 

Aside from the great music we 
heard night after night, a true de¬ 
light of the convention was the 
presence of stars. Because the 
cabaret world is so New York-dri¬ 
ven, we in the hinterlands can usu¬ 
ally only experience it vicariously. 
But to be in the presence of these 
wonderful singers and musicians 
was to experience first-hand just 
how engaging the craft of cabaret 
in all its guises can be. Sure, there 
are performers who are not as 
honest as others in their perfor¬ 
mance, and, yes, there are 
pompous, overwrought perform¬ 
ers who epitomize the stereotype 
of the ridiculous cabaret per¬ 
former, but the Convention’s re¬ 
minder of cabaret’s powers and 
pleasures was heady. The feeling 
may not last for long, but there is 
hope that the adoring audiences 
who embraced the West Coast 
Cabaret Convention will take their 
enthusiasm into our local cabarets 
when the Convention is a distant 
memory. The challenge now is to 
keep the Convention’s vitality 
alive and to help the uninitiated to 
embrace one of our country’s 
great art forms. ▼

Harnar, already a New York suc¬ 
cess, wowed audiences with his 
show The 1959 Broadway Song¬ 
book, in which he performs num¬ 
bers from every musical that ran 
on Broadway during that impres¬ 
sive season: 14 new musicals, in¬ 
cluding The Sound of Music and 
Gypsy, opened that year, joining 
the seven holdovers from previous 
seasons, which included My Fair 
Lady, West Side Story and The 
Music Man. Harnar and musical 
director Alex Rybeck have put to¬ 
gether a solid show expertly exe¬ 
cuted and augmented by the duo’s 
winning good nature and solid 
musicianship.

tion of Coward and Porter tunes; 
and Eric Comstock, whose boy- 
next-door charm and showy piano 
playing endeared him to his audi¬ 
ence. 

Paula West, a local waitress 
who occasionally plays gigs at the 
Ritz-Carlton, stole the spotlight 
from the stars in her first big-time 
exposure. With a gorgeous voice 
and a distinct style, this singer 
could go far. Her versions of “You 
Came A Long Way From St. 
Louis” and “You’ll See” estab¬ 
lished her as a stand-out among 
San Francisco singers. 

Making her San Francisco 
debut. New York cabaret stalwart 
Barbara Carroll proved why she’s 
been such a success for the last 20 
years tickling the ivories and 
crooning at Bemelman’s bar in the 
Carlyle Hotel. In a word, Carroll 
is class. With her slicked-back red 
hair and easy, confident way with 
a song, Carroll epitomizes every¬ 
thing that makes cabaret great: she 
loves the music and sells it with¬ 
out appearing to. In her extended 
run at the Inn at the Opera, Carroll 
packed ’em in and made her mark. 
May she come back soon and 
often. 

New Yorker Ann Hampton 
Callaway emerged as a power¬ 
house talent. Accompanying her¬ 
self on the piano, Callaway 
growled her way through her own

recording sessions at Komotion, a 
local musician’s collective. Know¬ 
ing that their live show empha¬ 
sized costumes and choreography 
over music, the band worked hard 
to get their sound just right. “I al¬ 
ways knew what we could produce 
in the studio, but people couldn’t 
see that in our show,” says En¬ 
rique. “It’s a wild show. We’re run¬ 
ning around and we don’t always 
sound as good as we can.” 

On Cut The Cheese, however, 
Enrique has never sounded better. 
Christian Matthews’ slick produc¬ 
tion values add a glossy touch, 
showcasing the band’s clever 
songwriting. Part of what makes 
the album so listenable is the vari¬ 
ety of different musical styles the 
band tackles. Hard rock riffs drive 
“Calgon (Take Me Away)” while 
“Pocket Radio” is more new 
wave. “Supermarket Samba” is 
exactly what its title implies, “Me¬ 
chanical Bull” is done up as a 
techno track, and “Weakness (The 
Apache Dream)” sounds like a 
ballad from a Broadway show. 

While the lyrical content isn’t 
nearly as varied as the music, it 
does reflect Enrique’s signature 
twisted pop-culture sensibility. 
Songs such as “Orange Juice” and 
“Hairpie” might seem silly on the 
surface, but underneath lies a sin¬ 
ister sexual subtext. “All of our 
songs are either about sex or 
food,” says Enrique. “Everything 
has a touch of dirty sexual humor. 
We’re all just a little too perverted 
to be just funny. It’s more surreal 
than wacky.” 


Resplendently tacky 

Call it what you will, but what 
makes Enrique seem funny is the 
band’s glorified view of contem¬ 
porary Americana, in all its trashy 
splendor. While that’s certainly 
apparent in the songs, it becomes 
screamingly obvious when sitting 
in the living room of their Mission 
District flat. Charlie’s Angels 
memorabilia is everywhere, along 
with the largest My Pretty Pony 
collection I’ve ever seen. “There 
was a time when we liked all this 
stuff,” Enrique says, motioning 
around the room. “And there was 
a fascination with television. 
Somewhere along the line — and 
I don’t know how conscious it was 
— we decided to more fully live 
the life. Often when you think 
things are tacky, you realize later 
on that you actually like them!” 

Enrique’s attraction to white- 
trash culture goes way back. “We 
grew up in the same trailer court 
in Lodi, California,” explains En¬ 
rique. “We’re half-brothers. Same 
dad, different mom. Our dad was a 
go-go instructor. And that’s what 
inspired us to move to San Fran¬ 
cisco.” 

Their goal was to follow in 
their deceased father’s footsteps, 
but things didn’t really start mov¬ 
ing for the two singers until they 
put together a band and hooked up 
with Fish. “We were in Reno,” 
says Enrique, “At one of Charo’s 
shows, and Fish was there. She 
was a dancing animal imperson¬ 
ator.” Fish saw an opportunity to 
escape and followed the boys to 
San Francisco. 

As it turns out, though, you can 
take the girl out of Reno, but you 
can’t take Reno out of the girl. 
Fish often appears onstage as a 


Vegas-style showgirl; in fact, the 
entire band shares Fish’s enthusi¬ 
asm for glitzy fashion, which, for 
some, might seem like an effort to 
divert attention away from the 
music. Fish disagrees. “It’s part of 
what makes us different from 
other bands,” she says. “Some¬ 
times people think that the visuals 
are less important than the music, 
that the music is the only ‘real’ 
thing. We, however, take a more 
holistic approach to the art form 
— where the visuals and theatrics 
are equally important. It’s more 
like a multimedia show, where the 
art can come from any aspect of 
the performance.” 

Enrique concurs. “I mean, how 
much of it is entertainment, and 
how much is art? I do think that 
there is something about having 
this real rockin’ live show, all 
dressed up. There isn’t a lot of that 
anymore. That’s why Kiss was so 
big. It takes rock ’n’ roll to a dif¬ 
ferent level. It becomes much 
more of a fantasy.” 

Which is, of course, what En¬ 
rique is all about. “We’re sort of 
an actualized fantasy. We’re not 
really famous right now, but we 
have these big shows and we have 
all these things with the name ‘En¬ 
rique’ on them, and it’s like, we’re 
already stars! We’re just actualiz¬ 
ing how our lives should be.” ▼

her drink and run from the table. 
Eugenia is a lightning rod for the 
family’s fear of a world based on 
reasoned principles of nature 
rather than a divinity that endors¬ 
es the existence of the leisure 
class to which the Alabasters be¬ 
long. In a scene of startling beau¬ 
ty, William presents Eugenia with 
a box of live butterflies in an in¬ 
door garden; their fluttering en¬ 
chants her and she likens them to 
“colored air.” It’s typical of the 
film that this scene has a distress¬ 
ing mirror image. The two meet 
again for a romantic tryst, and 
William brings her another pre¬ 
sent: a group of male hawk moths. 
In the poetic style that makes the 
film’s script resonate, he says, 
“Why don’t you sit down and see 
if the moths mistake you for the 
moon, as the butterflies took you 
for the flowers and sky.” Instead, 
the moths attach themselves to 
her, sending her into hysterics. 

Angels and Insects has a whole 
layer of insect symbolism that 


buttresses its pitiless view of a de¬ 
terministic universe adrift in the 
chaos of nature. William is the 
most sympathetic character be¬ 
cause he is in tune with this view 
and accepts what his life has to 
offer. Insect imagery is used 
throughout to counterpoint the 
other characters. Matty puts fruit 
on a plate to see how long it takes 
for ants to overrun it. Like 
William, she accepts and explores 
nature. Conversely, there’s bloat¬ 
ed, lazy Eugenia, who reacts with 
horror when ants overrun a bowl 
of strawberries and cream resting 
on her chest. The sickening indul¬ 
gences of the rich and repressed 
are neatly evoked throughout. 

In addition to the superb, subtle 
acting, the film also respects its au¬ 
dience by treating us as adults. In 
the most surprising, if not shock¬ 
ing, scene, William catches Edgar 
in flagrante, and the film lingers on 
the image of William’s callous 
brother-in-law’s exposed hard-on 
as he hurriedly puts on his pants. T

which Peck views this marriage. 
The alternating stories of “young 
Hank and Bea” and “old Hank and 
Bea” are folded together like an 
accordion. Then both are unfolded 
against the real time of Spring 
1990 to Fall 1991. Thus the 
specter of the Gulf War flickers 
ominously in the interstices of 
both chronicles, as if for no reason 
other than to confuse the reader. 
The young Bea in love watches 
the same cruise missiles on TV 
that old embittered Bea reads 
about in the newspaper. This con¬ 
ceit is merely distracting. 

A similar complaint could be 
made about the gratuitous symbol¬ 
ism of a mysterious species of red 
deer that are spotted throughout 
the novel. Why? 

My main reservation about 
Peck’s fine writing is its hallmark 
bleakness. Readers of Martin and 
John will recall, for instance, the 
starkly-rendered scene in which 
Martin literally shits his life down 
the bathtub drain. “Purple clots 
slipped out of him now, small 
turds rolled in the current.” Peck 
seems to relish the effort of steep¬ 
ing his readers in unalleviated 
misery, even if the effect risks 
drowning them in laughter. 

Consider the unintentionally 
comic crescendo of this passage in 
which Hank remembers the death 
of his mother. Mind you, his moth¬ 
er shows up nowhere else in the 
novel, and only appears here to pro¬ 
vide us with the following indelible 
image: “ ... he saw suddenly, his 
mother’s face, and even when he 
turned back to the pool of water he 
still saw her, remembered her, re¬ 
membered her death. His mother 
had taken an overdose of 
painkillers. She died, not from the 
pills, but from the vomit she’d 
choked on but hadn’t been able, or 
hadn’t tried, to spit out. The name 
on the pill bottles had been his, and 
she had died clutching them in her 
hands. She had died with her face 
covered in a caul of vomit, and she 
had gone into the next world blind.” 

There is a kind of absurdist de¬ 
nouement to this progression: not 
only did Hank’s mother die, but 
she died of an overdose. What 
could be worse? Well, it wasn’t 
the overdose that killed her but the 
vomit induced by it. Wait, it’s 


worse! She couldn’t — or would- 
n’t(!) — even vomit efficiently. 
Plus the pills that did the job had 
her son’s name inscribed on the 
bottle, which, of course, “she died 
clutching.” And she didn’t just 
choke to death: she died choking 
and blind! 

And then without a beat we’re 
back to Hank and Bea standing by 
the waterfall. Still, you’ve got to 
love that caul of vomit. 

Much has been made by book 
reviewers of Peck’s “emotional 
wisdom” as he dissects the mar¬ 
riage of Hank and Bea. I leave this 
for others to investigate. I confess 
that it’s hard for me to see the 
point. The autopsy of their union 
is skillfully achieved, but to what 
end? Maybe I’m just bored by the 
multiple misfortunes of heterosex¬ 
ual love. But not nearly as bored 
as I am by the fictive tragedy of 
homosexual love, with its in¬ 
evitable admixture of brute sex 
and AIDS. Credit Peck with this: 
that after punishing us with Mar¬ 
tin and John, he didn’t do it all 
over again. 

More fascinating is the plight 
of the author himself. The merci¬ 
less memoir at the heart of The 
Law of Enclosures may not be 
emotionally wise but it’s more en¬ 
gaging in its immediacy. Here the 
novelist is utterly naked, his fami¬ 
ly fictions pornographic. “In 
pulling my father out of himself I 
have pulled him out of me, and I 
look at the mess I’ve made in the 
same way I would look at my 
vomit: here is something which, if 
it had stayed down, would have 
been digested, would have, even¬ 
tually, turned into me.” 

At its best. Peck’s “Lamenta¬ 
tions” remind me of the postscript 
to Georges Bataille’s Story of the 
Eye, in which Bataille brutally 
severs himself from his own fa¬ 
ther. The difference is that, for 
Peck, this severance is also an act 
of salvation. He concludes his 
lamentation in the diction of an 
exiled son: “Because you never 
trusted language, never once re¬ 
lied on words, they were all you 
left for me, and if you call me 
then, trembling and full of fear, I 
will come. Your gifts are fists and 
curses, your punishments kisses 
and caresses, and I have grown 
bitter with your love and sweet 
with your hatred. You are my god, 
my father, but I am your bible: I 
turn your flesh into words.... With

tion’s lesbian and gay school 
teachers, noting that last year 68 
teachers lost their jobs because of 
their sexual orientation, thanks to 
an organized effort by the Radical 
Right. 

Next, Keith Boykin, Executive 
Director of the National Black 
Gay and Lesbian Leadership 
Forum, focuses his efforts on edu¬ 
cating communities. The group’s 
mission is to teach people in the 
black community about homosex¬ 


uality and people in the gay com¬ 
munity about racism. Boykin’s 
book, One More River to Cross — 
Black and Gay in America, tries 
to “describe what it feels like to 
be both black and gay.” In it, he 
interviews several black men and 
women, both straight and gay, and 
discovers that the black commu¬ 
nity is really not as homophobic 
as other communities. Boykin 
said his group was warmly re¬ 
ceived at last year’s Million Man 
March in Washington, D.C., 
where they marched together and 
chanted “Gay men of African de¬ 
scent.” 


February’s episode of In the 
Life also focuses on the arts, with 
an exploration of New York City’s 
black lesbian theater group, 
‘Think It’s Not When It Iz’, which 
hosts sensitivity workshops fo¬ 
cused on scripts to create a dia¬
